The two basic factors which are standing 
in the way of solidarity in the Homoeopathic 
fraternity are. 


1. Erroneous definition of a "Homoeopathic 
physician”. 


2. Irrational formulation and application of 
the Rules (6) and (7) of the Statues of the 
LMHI. 


Let us consider these factors at length. 
1. Definition of a Homoeopathic Physician 


It is as early as 1889 that the American 
Institute of Homoeopathy formulated the 
definition as - "A Homoeopathic physician is 
one who adds to his knowledge of medicine a 
special knowledge of Homoeopathic 
therapeutics and observes the law of similia. 
All that pertains to the great field of medical 
learning is his by tradition, by inheritance and 
right” (Italics mine).

There is no quarrel with the last sentence. 
But there exist some damaging flaws in the first. 
"A special knowledge of Homoeopathic 
therapeutics" can never be isolated from the 
"observation of the law of similia". The law of 
similia means that, the drug disease i.e. the 
whole disease picture (involving the different 
organs, tissues and other constituents of the 
body with their peculiar abnormal sensation, 
functions and structure yielding a definite 
"totality of symptoms" created by an individual 
drug must be similar most to whole disease 
picture (totality of symptoms) of the particular 
individual patient as a whole, in a particular 
dynamic phase of development. This entails a 
new and peculiar approach to and utilisation of 
all the medical data (including body, mind and 
soul) observed and elicited in the patient, quite 
distinct from the traditional approach to and 
utilisation of those data. 


Hence the problem of being converted into 
a homoeopathic physician is not simply 
knowing some facts of homoeopathic 
therapeutics and merely adding them to the 
traditional knowledge of medicines as it is. A 
homoeopathic physician must have a thorough 
conception and conviction of the implication of 
‘observing the law of similia" in his medical 
career with the sole mission of restoring the 
whole sick person to a healthy state. 


This engenders a radically new form of 
therapeutics with corresponding auxillary 
measures and regimen, completely distinct from 
those of traditional medicine and unavoidably 
necessitates a radically reoriented approach, 
assessment and utilisation of whatever there is 
in traditional medicine inherited by him, 
including those which are being newly added 


daily. 
| This flaw in the definition has been the cause 
of inclusion and labelling of many a person as a 
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full-fledged homoeopathic physician (with 
active membership in the LMHI who completely 
ignores the basic principles of homoeopathy, but 
only occasionally use, according to their 
personal fancy or convenience, one or more 
so-called homoeopathic medicines which 
happen to have some sort of symptomatic 
similarity with some of the manifestations of the 
patient, staunchly sticking to their static 
mechanical materialistic basis of traditional 
medicine; while at the same time eliminating 
many a real homoeopath. 


These physicians, however learned they may 
be, cannot be accepted as full fledged 
homoeopathic physicians; just as their 
counterparts who keep themselves confined 
exclusively within the subjective symptomatic 
aspects of homoeopathy, totally ignoring the 
dynamic objective aspects of the same, totally 
flouting the Aphorism 15 of the Organon. 


I am therefore, of the firm view that this 
irrational and harmful flaw in this definition of 
a homoeopathic physician must be amended 
immediately if the homoeopathic society is to 
be based on healthy and solid ground. And in 
my opinion the more correct definition of a 
Homoeopathic physician should be as follows; 


"A Homoeopathic Physician" is a person 
who has a rational and utilitarian knowledge of 
and grasp on, all medical facts so far acquired 
by man, as much as practicable, with a holistic, 
individualistic and dynamistic approach to 
health, disease, and cure, and sufficient 
adroitness in therapeutics based on the law of 
similia with its inseparably related principles of 
dynamic pathogenesis of drugs, single remedy, 
minimum dose, and non-interference with the 
manifest curative actions of the prescribed 
remedy, all of which are dependent upon the 


basic approach holism, individualism and 
dynamism." 


Obviously, fulfilment of all the norms of this definition 
entails life-long sincere perseverance for any person. Even 
then, any person of average honesty, intelligence and 
diligence accepting this definition can be expected to develop 
himself into more and more efficient homoeopathic physician 
by continuous personal efforts in the field of study and 
practice, as has happened to many a mediocre person like 
my humble self. Collective efforts through mutual 
discussions, symposia etc. may immensely help this process. 


2. Flaws in the Rules 6 and 7 of the Statutes 
of the L.M.H.I. 


(1) It is not clear why of all the specialities 
Stomatology alone has been earmarked. In my 
opinion, any person with any form of 
recognized medical qualification of any 
discipline or any specialist in any branch of 
medicine can be accepted as an Active Member 
only provided he accepts the above formulated 
definition of a homoeopathic physician and 
pledges to develop himself as such. 


(2) Diploma of a University 


For about three quarters of a century no 
university of any country has taken up 
homoeopathic education in its purview, except 
that, some universities in India have just taken 
up this task. 


The L.M.H.I. stipulation therefore implies that a 
homoeopathic physician must first have an allopathic 
diploma of any university. But it is most often actually found 
that a grounding in the traditional medicine, instead of 
helping in comprehending homoeopathic principles and 
technology, and in acquiring adeptness in their practical 
application, works as a hurdle, overcoming which requires 


extra efforts. 


Medical education in an allopathic medical 
institution, should not logically be made an 
essential condition of choice, for being accepted 
as a homoeopathic physician. 


Nevertheless, in countries where there is no 
arrangement for medical education except 
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through the allopathic institutions, there is no 
alternative. 


However, in India, Pakistan and 
Bangladesh there are statutory arrangements 
for medical education through homoeopathic 
institutions under statutory Councils/Boards 
guiding and controlling the education in such 
institutions and conferring the proper 
diplomas. These officially recognised diplomas 
should be deemed as sufficient for being 
accepted as a Homoeopathic medical 
qualification, rather be given more value than 
the diplomas which have no relation to 
homoeopathy. 


But very unfortunately and irrationally this 
L.M.HLL. Statutes refuse to do that, much to the 
detriment of the strength and solidarity of the 
homoeopathic society. 


We all know of many a person in many a country, 
who had neither an opportunity to obtain medical 
education under any university or even a statutory 
Council/Board; but who simply by personal efforts has 
acquired sufficient (often remarkable) knowledge both in 
general medical subjects as well as in homoeopathic 
principles and technology with a clear rational approach 
to essential medical facts. 


The L.M.H.I. can arrange for an appropriate course 
of training for this class of homoeopaths for bringing them 
up to the required standard, “and for making them 
acceptable as “Active Members” and take them in, after a 
regular screening examination to ascertain whether they 
are capable of developing themselves into a real 
homoeopathic physician. 


In my opinion, each and every candidate 
for active membership, whether he or she 
comes with diploma conferred by any 
university or statutory Council/Board or 
taught otherwise, should pass through such a 
screening examination before being accepted 
into the LMHI as an Active Membg 
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(3) I fail to comprehend the true meaning of 
the following categories of Active Members 
namely National Homoeopathic Societies, 
Schools of Homoeopathic Teaching, 
Homoeopathic Hospitals, any body corporate. 
Do these mean that the LMHI will accept as 
Active Member any representative sent by these 
corporate bodies, even if such representatives 
do not fulfil any of the other requirements of its 
membership ? Or, on the other hand, does it 
mean that all the members of the National 
Homoeopathic Societies, irrespective of their 
intrinsic qualities will be accepted by the LMHI? 


The reality is that, the LMHI actually does 
not, or perhaps cannot, take either of the 
alternative steps. So this point needs 
clarification. Hence, I like to suggest the 
following amendments to these two rules of the 
Statutes of the LMHI; 


"Clauses 6 & 7 (P-2) Active Members : The 
following categories of physicians or specialists 
are entitled to be Active Members, on fully 
accepting the Statues and its Bye-laws and Rules 
(including payment of fees etc.). 


ii A graduate or diploma holder in 
homoeopathic system of medicine going 
through an officially prescribed course of 
study under a university or any other 
statutory Board /Council recognised by the 
Government of the respective country. 


ii. A graduate in general medicine, veterinary 
medicine or any specialty (surgery, 
gynaecology and obstetrics, opthalmology, 
otolaryngology, orodentolgy. psychiatry 
etc.) who has gone through a course of study 
in homoeopathy, recognised by the 
Government of the respective country of (in 
its absence) by the LMHI. 


iil. Any self-taught homoeopath who has gone 
through a course of training organised by 
the LMHI and passed the examination held 
by LMHI for the purpose." 
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I am quite conscious that these views and 
suggestions of mine will shock even hurt the 
feelings of many of my colleagues, particularly 
of the LMHI. But I appeal to them, with all the 
earnestness of my heart and soul, to critically 
assess the points made by me, as impersonally 
as possible. If they can do that, I am sure, the 
LMHI will turn into a really effective solid 
platform for synthetic, dynamic consolidation 
of all the forces of the homoeopathic society of 
the world, all the while steadily enhancing its 
intrinsic strength by continually elevating the 
qualities of its members by regular give-and- 
take, as well as its extrinsic prowess turning the 
whole homoeopathic society into an 
invulnerable force to be duly respected by all 
and sundry. 


If they refuse to give due heed to these 
suggestions, the world homoeopathic society 
will miss the opportunity offered by history, 
and the LMHI will turn into a small, ineffective 
and impotent sect of high-brow physicians who 
only fancy to call themselves homoeopaths. 


The only thing that may restrain their heart 
and brain from accepting this rational and 
objective approach to the problem, is perhaps 
the fear of annoying our brethren of the 
dominant school. 


But history teaches us that we have so far gained 
nothing by striving to make us acceptable to their 
prejudices. On the contrary, homoeopathy in all the 
Western countries, particularly the U.S.A., once the 
citadel of the hemoeopathic world, has suffered the 
most, by following the policy of adjustment with 
the dominant school instead of standing on its own 
legs with its own genius and social strength,

T. basic principle of the Constitution of the 

Homoeopathic Medical Association of India is 
to involve each and every homoeopath of India 
whatever may be his place of residence in the 
remote village or heart of the city, whatever 
may be his present personal views or group 
allegiance, whatever may be his present 
personal cultural, educational and professional 
level, into the general progressive movement 
of Homoeopathy in the whole country. 


For practical application of this principle, 
the doors of HMAI remain fully open for every 
homoeopath irrespective of his personal status, 
views and allegiance, only provided he has 
relinquished all relations with his former group, 
party or organisation and is whole heartedly 
prepared to take this national body HMAI as 
the only forum for settling all his problems and 
disputes and achieving all his interests only by 
democratic means, rather than by various 
devious underhand means. Rather, HMAI 
wants to keep itself clean from the people who 
prefer those subtle undemocratic methods. 


The supertructure of HMAT has been firmly 
based on the solid ground of Local Branches 
constituted by homoeopaths of different 
regions, so that each and every homoeopath of 
any region can be in touch with whole 
organisational form, policy matters and 
activities of HMAI, can get a channel to assert 
his views in all these matters, and actively 
participate in the works of national body. 


Thanks to this organisational principle and 
form the Homoeopathic Medical Association of 
India will provide for the whole homoeopathic 
society of India, for the first time in the long 
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history of Homoeopathy in the country, the 
following highly valuable and indispensable 
advantages— 


1. One Voice: 


In the whole world, India can claim, for 
incomparably the largest number of people 
practising Homoeopathy (in total more than 
3 lacs, of which more than 1 lac statutorily 
registered). Each practising homoeopath 
must have a minimum of about 200 clients 
or patrons for his bare subsistence by 
homoeopathic practice. Thus we see, 
definitely more than 10% of Indian people 
are beneficiaries of Homoeopathy (This 
rough statistical account is deliberately put 
on the minimum side, only to avoid 
controversy). 


Notwithstanding this huge number, the 
voice of Homoeopathy was not being heard, 
understood or duly respected by any body 
in the country either in circle of authorities 
or in the masses. The main reason for this 
situation was that the voice of 
Homoeopathy in our country, was so long 
coming from so many groups, parties and 
associations (two of which had All India 
standing) constituted by heterogenous 
elements with diverse interests, policies and 
view points, thus rendering the voice of 
Homoeopathy into futile, meaningless 
noises.

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The situation has definitely changed with the 
establishment of the HMAI; the importance 
and significance of which is unshakably 
proved by the unpredictable increase of its 
membership strength and its fast spread into 
all the nooks and corners of the country. The 
HMaAthas provided a solid and stable forum 
for the settlement of all divergent interests, 
view points, principles and demands on the 
basis of unbiased objectivity, honest logic 
and free democracy. These qualities, HMAI 
must ever guard and maintain, so that the 
voice emanating from it can be the sole and 
effective voice of Homoeopathy in India, 
carrying real meaning and force to all 
concerned and serving all the rational 
interests of Homoeopathy and, for that 
matter, maximum number of beneficiaries 
of Homoeopathy. 


. The social and political weight of each 
Member of HMAI has greatly increased: 


So long, social and political prestige of each 
homoeopath of ordinary rank or highest 
rank and their organisations, small or big, 
carried little real weight. Each of them tried 
to curry some favour or other, from the 
different authorities by various means, often 
not very respectable. Even the two biggest 
all India organisations were often played 
against each other by the authorities, Many 
instances can be cited to prove this fact. But 
now each member of the HMAI has the 
strength of HMAI at his back. And those 
authorities which have to count upon the 
support of the people shall have to give due 
respect to the HMAI as representing the 
whole homoeopathic society of India 
including all its beneficiaries, that is 10% of 
the population. This respect cannot but 
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accrue ultimately to each member of HMAI. 
Evidence of this prestige and strength are 
already at hand, even at this infant stage of 


HMAI. 


_ All homoeopathic activities in the country 


under official or unofficial control shall 
have ultimately to come under the overall 
surveillance of HMAI, at par with the I.M.A. 
influencing allopathic medical activities. 


So long, the homoeopathic society of the 
country had absolutely no influence over 
the various institutions conducting 
homoeopathic education and research 
works under the control of various statutory 
Council/Boards, Universities, Government 
bodies etc., as well as Homoeopathic 
medical and health services and various 
other homoeopathic activities of the 
Governments. But now HMAT has already 
started to bear some influence on all these 
activities. And this influence is sure to go 
on increasing pari passu with the maturity 
and virility of HMAI. Each member of the 
HMAI will have to take due share of 
responsibility in all these affairs. 


. Ethical guidance and control of the 


homoeopathic society: 


So long the homoeopathic society of the 
country was remaining very fertile ground 
for highly lucrative exploitation for various 
commercial concerns (manufacturing and 
selling various pseudohomoeopathic 
products) and Diploma/Registration 
dealers. These forms of filthy business were 
thriving only due to low ethical, cultural and 
educational level and craze for any form of 
fake diploma, of the vast masses of 
homoeopaths. The HMAI will have to take 
adequate responsibility for saving the 


homoeopathic society from all these unholy 
exploiters, and vindicate its social prestige 
by cleansing it from all sorts shameful fake 
diplomas. All the members of HMAI will 
have to cooperate in this matter. 


. Participation in Research Activities: 


The HMAT is planning to conduct various 
items of research, viz., Drug proving, 
Clinical research, Homoeoprophylaxis, 
finding Genius epedemicus, Various forms 
of Literary research etc., which can be

. Elevation of social, cultural, educational 


and scientific standards of individual 
Homoeopaths:

Historical Background 


We all know that Homoeopathy came to 
India during the very life time of its founder, 
Hahnemann, and found a very congenial soil in 
this country, and spread from the cities to the 
remotest villages only by dint of its own merits, 
without any organised effort from any side. This 
spontaneous growth and propagation of this 
system of medicine both in the sphere of practice 
and education went on till the forties of this 
century. Official attention to the practice and 
education of this system of medicine started to 
take some concrete shape only in 1943, in Bengal. 
Since then on, statutory recognition and control 
of Homeopathic practice and education have 
spread to most of the States of India. 


The following have the natural outcome of 
this unguided and uncontrolled growth and 
spread of this system of medicine for more than 
a century and a half. 


1, The homoeopathic profession has become 


thronged by vast masses of people of 
different walks of life, different levels of 
general education and culture and divergent 
interests, beginning from holders of degrees 
in the traditional medicine to the lay people 
of lowest educational level. 


. The real essence of Homoeopathic medical 
education has not yet been formulated. 
What, at present, is being labelled as 
homoeopathic education is utterly failing to 
yield true practitioners of Homoeopathy. A 
large majority of the so-called qualified 
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homoeopaths are practicing anything other 
than Homoeopathy. This is due to the fact 
that the statutory initiators and formulators 
of systematic homoeopathic education 
(including curricula, syllabi and pedagogy) 
as it prevails today, and controllers of 
homoeopathic practice, are themselves 
mostly products of the spontaneous growth 
narrated above. They have done so 
according to their own personal conception 
of homoeopathic principles and approach 
to medicine from the homoeopathic point 
of view, As yet no organised effort has been 
made to clearly formulate what is real 
Homoeopathic education, qualification and 
practice. 


Thus the fate of real progress of 
Homoeopathy in our country is still remaining 
at the mercy of spontaneity at the hands of the 
so-called qualified homoeopaths as well as lay 
homoeopaths. 


Growth of various sects in the 


Homoeopathic Society 


As a result of these later developments, the 
whole homoeopathic society have become 
divided into two main categories : (I) The 
institutionally qualified homoeopaths and (II) 
the self-taught homoeopaths. 


| Each of these two categories are again sub- 
divided into various sections as follows : 


I. Institutionally trained homoeopaths have 


Various categories depending on their 
period of study -- 2,3, 4or5 years.

The self-taught homoeopaths have the 
following categories : 


. Those who have obtained a diploma at par 


with the institutionally trained homoeopaths 
by passing an officially prescribed 
examination. 


Those who have obtained a registration 
certificate on the basis of their experience in 
practice and passing a merit test 
examination for that purpose only. 


Those who have failed to avail of the 
opportunity of registration for various 
reasons, still they are keen to prosecute their 
homoeopathic practice. 


Any body pondering over these facts of 
historical development of Homoeopathy in 
our country, with open impersonal and 
unprejudiced mind, cannot but draw the 
following conclusions. 


All the members of these different divisions 
and sub-sections have been drawn to 
Homoeopathy basically because they 
accepted as the sole mission of their life 
curing the sick most rationally, judiciously, 
in the shortest possible time, in the most 
harmless way on easily comprehensible 
principles. 


No member of any of the above-mentioned 
categories / sects (including even the so- 
called qualified ones) is satisfied with his 
respective level of education and training. 
Each one of them wants to improve his 
respective standard of proficiency in 
fulfilling the basic mission of his life as a 
homoeopathic practitioner, by any suitable 
means available. 


These multiple division of the society has 
seriously weakened the virility of the whole 
homoeopathic society and has ever been 
standing in the way of its all round progress 
and development. But none of the sections

is itself responsible for this crippling 
division of the society. It is only the history 
of growth of Homoeopathy in our country 
which is responsible for this. Hence, there 
should be no mutual animosity amongst 
the different sections of the society. Rather, 
we should consider all section as brother 
of the same family; and we should live 
together in mutual symbiosis in the interest 
of the healthy all round growth and 
development of the whole family for the 
service of the human race at large. 


Nobody can be held responsible for being 
born in a poor backward peasant family. The 
different siblings of the family may develop in 
different ways, depending on his personal 
merit and opportunity : Some may develop 
into an I.A.S. officer, some into a Minister, some 
into a highly respectable professional (doctor, 
engineer, lawyer, etc.), some into clerks; a 
number may remain ignorant peasants. But in 
the interest of most dependable personal 
sustenance, each member of the family should 
maintain fraternal relation with the family as 
a whole. Some one of those rising to higher 
strata of society may be enticed to disown his 
blood relations with family. This will only 
deprive him from his most legitimate shelter 
and surest source of substenance, and make 
him vulnerable to various inimical 
environmental forces. 


The social image of the family does, 
ofcourse, depend on those siblings who have 
been able to raise themselves to the higher 
strata of the society. But their rearing up, 
education etc. have all been at the expense and 
affectionate care of the family. 


The same analogy may be squarely applied 
to the spontaneously grown up homoeopathic 
society of our country. The social image of 
Indian homoeopathic society depends today 
mainly on the institutionally qualified 
homoeopaths. All opportunities in the field of 
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health services, education, research, etc. cannot 
but go to the institutionally qualified 
homoeopaths through various selection 
committees or Public Service Commissions. The 
various other sections including the non- 
institutionally qualified ones can never 
complete with them in these technical fields. But 
these institutionally qualified homoeopaths 
should never forget that, it is the vast masses 
of self-taught, so-called lay homoeopaths that 
spread homoeopathy to the nooks and corners 
of India and created the general popularity of 
this system of medicine sufficiently to put 
pressure on the authorities. Thus, it is basically 
these homoeopathic masses that created the 
various fields, now going to be enjoyed by the 
institutionally trained homoeopaths. Steady 
extension of these facilities and opportunities 
shall depend mainly upon the dynamic as well 
as numerical strength of these masses of 
so-called Lay homoeopaths for pretty long time 
until the numerical strength of the 
institutionally trained homoeopaths acquite 
sufficient weightage. Even the increase in 
number of qualified homoeopaths by opening 
sufficient number of homoeopathic teaching 
institutions by the authorities will depend 
mainly upon the pressure the voters in this field, 
that is, these masses of lay homoeopaths, their 
patrons and beneficiaries. If the institutionally 
qualified homoeopaths alienate themselves 
from their own family, they will only deprive 
themselves from history-gifted main source of 
strength and all their struggle for existence and 
advancement will become important. 


On the other side, the vast masses of self- 
taught homoeopaths should realise clearly, 
whatever may be their numerical strength, the 
raising up of their technical, educational 
cultural and social level depends mainly on the 
institutionally trained homoeopaths. And the 
very survival of Homoeopathy in our country 
in the present age of rapid progress in all the 
fields of science, depends upon Opening of 
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sufficient number of really efficient 
homoeopathic teaching institutions all over the 
country. For this also they will have to take 
active initiative in close collaboration with the 


institutionally trained section. 


Thus, it is clear that no section of the 
homoeopathic society can advance a single step, 
if it looks only to its own sectional interest in 
isolation from all others, and least of all, in 
hostility with them. 


Very fortunately for the all round advance 
of Homoeopathy in our country, the whole 
homoeopathic society has lately realised this 
indispensable necessity and has already 
established an highly promising and effective 
machinery in the form of the HMAI. This 
national body, since its very inception has been 
striving its level best to re-incorporate into itself 
all sections of homoeopaths of our country 
disintegrated by historical development 
narrated above and looking to the legitimate 
interests of all the different sections, by mutual 
symbiotic efforts of all of them; thus elevating 
the standard of Homoeopathy and 
homoeopathic society of our country, and 
leading the same to endless path of progress. 


It is high time that each and every 
homoeopath of India, in whatever section he 
may belong to, comprehend this basic quality 
of the HMAI with its most salutory and 
ambitious aims, dedicate himself thoroughly in 
spirit and body in all the activities of the HMAI 
for achieving these aims; and at the same time 
realise thoroughly that there can be no other 


effective machinery for achieving their sectional 
interests. 


and balanced brain 
solidly united efforts of the whole homoeopathic family). 
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an is a social animal. Communal life is a 
social instinct with him. Basically, of course, this 
instinct originates from the feeling of the 
necessity of struggle against various forms of 
adverse environmental factors and enemies, for 
the purpose of making his personal life more 
easy and safe and gradual spontaneous 
realisation that this purpose can not be achieved 
without all round improvement of the whole 
society. The high form of living conditions of 
man as we find today has been possible only by 
dint of social progress. 


But the matter of putting to fruitful effect 
this natural instinct of man for the survival and 
improvement of self, requires some amount of 
intellect. Unfortunately, this faculty of intellect 
is not possessed equally be all men. On this 
score, there exists immense difference between 
man and man. Ina particular society, the largest 
section of the people possess this faculty to a 
negligible extent, some people to a workable 
extent, and a few only to an extraordinary 
extent. It is for this reason that, in the poorly 
developed society of older times, the best of 
these few over-intelligent people became the 
leader or chief of the particular community or 
tribe. These chiefs ultimately became the 
omnipotent sovereign rulers of the different 
tribes. The masses of the particular tribe 
considered their chief as possessed of 
supernatural powers, and in the interests of their 
own survival, not only followed him blindly but 
adopted him as a god, and surrendered a large 
part of the products of their hard labour to the 
feet of the chief or king, and took it as a matter 
of virtue to sacrifice their lives for him. Then 
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again, amongst the chiefs or kings the one who 
was comparatively superior in intellect and 
prowess wanted to subjugate others and extend 
his dominion. Thus, battle amongst the chiefs 
or kings was a perpetual feature of the age, at 
fatal cost of the devoted masses, This phase of 
human civilization is known as the age of 
autocracy. 


Gradual progress of civilization, went on 
enlightening the masses. By and by, their 
consciousness about the interests of their own 
selves versus those of the whole society went 
on increasing; the real nature and quality of the 
leaders became revealed to them more and 
more clearly. Gradually they began to realise 
that the preservation and improvement of their 
own interests depend basically on the progress 
of the whole society. They began to realise that 
they need not depend blindly on their leaders 
for deciding the principles and methods on 
which they should work for advancing the 
society; and that these could better be 
formulated by discussing and arguing among 
themselves, and by practical application of 
them in the field of work. Since then they 
gradually discarded the path of blindly obeying 
the orders of the leaders and sacrificing 
themselves for them, and took up the path of 
deciding the principles and methods 
democratically by themselves, clearly 
formulating them in the form of a Constitution 
and dedicating themselves for the Constitution 
rather than for any leader. The Constitution 
must be solemnly respected as the supreme 
ruling force to which even the supreme leader 
has to surrender. This phase of civilization is 
called the age of democracy. We Indians have 
now entered into this age. 
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If we cast our eyes into the one hundred and 
fifty years’ history of development of the 
homoeopathic society in our country, we shall 
find a repetition of same natural phenomena of 
social evolution. Upto only a few decades ago 
the whole homoeopathic society of our country 
was remaining divided into so many small or 
large groups under the sway of respective 
group-leaders or chiefs. Remnants of that 
tendency are still not completely cleared out. 
Conscious and systematic efforts to sweep away 
these remnants started only about 17 years ago 
in West Bengal. A large number of homoeopaths 
of that State had already began to comprehend 
the futility and evils of person-based 
organisations. They started to realise that they 
are gaining nothing by keeping themselves 
divided and isolated in so many groups, fighting 
with each other. So they began to think about 
various ways and means by which the barriers 
of this isolation could be broken and all the 
homoeopaths of the State could be brought into 
a common platform for fighting for 
democratically decided objectives by 
democratically decided methods. 


For this purpose the representatives from all 
the different groups of homoeopaths in the State 
gathered together at Purulia in December 1961 
and elected a committee titled as West Bengal 
State Homoeopathic Coordination Committee; 
which was directed to formulate a suitable 
Constitution with clear aims and objects 
acceptable to all, within one year, and submit 


the same in the next Conference for proper 
ratification. 


This Committee with strenuous efforts and 
good number of meetings finished its task in 
time and submitted its formulation in the 2nd 
West Bengal State Homoeopathic Practitioners 
Conference held in Calcutta in December 1962 
where the whole Constitution with séimne 
amendments was unanimously accepted and 
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adopted and the desired organisation was born 
with the name of the West Bengal State 
Homoeopathic Fedaration (Paschim Banga 
Rajya homoeopathic Sangha, in Bengali). In this 
organisation more than 80 associations of 
various dimensions and areas joined together 
with their indentity and internal autonomy 
intact, and worked for 12 years on the basis of 
democratically settled working programmes 
from year to year. In this process of federated 
activities, the consciousness of individual 
members went on increasing and deepending 
by leaps and bounds. By and by, they came to 
realise clearly that if the aims and objects are to 
be realised with sufficient speed and force they 
must break up their seperate identities and turn 
the organisation into a unitary sovereign one. 
This general urge of all the members took shape 
in the form of a unanimous resolution in the 
13th annual Conference at Siliguri in 1973 and 
organisational form in the 14th Conference at 
Calcutta in 1974, when the federal Constitution 
was replaced by a unanimously adopted 
unitary Constitution and the old name of the 
Federation was discarded in favour of simple 
Paschim Banga Rajya Homoeopathic Sangha 
with great enthusiasm. The Sangha in due 
course of time, turned into the West Bengal 
State Branch of the Homoeopathic Medical 
Association of India. 


While the homoeopaths of West Bengal 
were thus approaching towards a thoroughly 
democratic unitary organisation based on well 
defined principles and objectives, the 


homoeopaths of the whole country were not at 
all sitting idle. 


The conscious section of the homoeopathic 
society of the country as a whole, was thinking 
of forming a unitary All India organisation for 
last 4 or 5 decades. Led by this urge, some 
homoeopathic leaders of the country organised 
an all India homoeopathic Conference at 


Calcutta in 1932, where a unitary organisation 
was formed with the name, All India 
Homoeopathic Medical Association. The main 
or practically the only objective of that 
Association was to extract due recognition of 
Homoeopathy from the Government. The 
leaders of that organisation while working 
together for some years gradually developed 
internal quarrels among themselves. As a result 
of that a separate organisation was formed in 
1944 with the name of All India Institute of 
Homoeopathy. Since then till the birth of West 
Bengal State Homoeopathic Federation, for 
about two or three decades, the main business 
of the two all India organisations was to fight 
with each other in all fronts, although, 
paradoxically enough there was hardly any 
difference in the aims and objects of either 
organisations, that could not be settled by 
mutual discussion on objective basis. Even the 
few fundamental differences that existed in the 
beginning (e.g. the matter of giving membership 
to non-institutionally trained homoeopaths) was 
later on liquidated by pressure of objective 
experience. Even then the leaders of either 
organisation were not being able to unite 
together, or to tell more frankly, did not desire 
to unite together only due to their own personal 
motives and interests. This, however, does not 
mean that those two organisations did not do 
any positive work in the three or four decades 
of their life. They did many works. But the speed 
and positive effect of their works were 
hampered at every step owing to their mutual 
strifes, the effect of which had to be suffered by 
the whole homoeopathic society. As a result of 
this, the homoeopathic society of the whole 
country was gradually becoming indifferent 
with respect to both the organisations and the 
membership strength of both particularly of the 
Institute was falling to insignificant number. 


In the meantime the birth of the federal 
organisation of West Bengal homoeopaths cast 
some ray of hope on the homoeopathic society 
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of the whole country. And some of the workers 
of the West Bengal State Homoeopathic 
Federation took up the task of continuous 
efforts for rousing up unity movement all over 
country, and continuous negotiations with the 
leader of either organisation with a view to 
liquidate their differences and bitter relations 
and bring them closer. In this process, these 
workers of the Federation had to pass through 
many obstacles, disappointments and hopeless 
dark situations, with immense patience, 
perseverance, foresight and tactfulness. 


This ceaseless labour bore fruit after ten 
years in June 1972 at the All India 
Homoeopathic Congress at Bangalore under 
the aegis of AITH. More than one thousand 
homoeopaths gathered at that Congress and 
raised up an insuperably high symphonious 
voice for a unitary soveriegn all India 
Homoeopathic Organisation. Even at that 
moment of highest tempo, one of the intensely 
influential supreme leaders of the Institute 
tried to set up some hurdles. But the inexorable 
high tide of unity flowed away all the obstacles. 
And the required resolutions for the formation 
of a unitary national homoeopathic 
organisation and for the formation of a Unity 
Committee of ten members, taking five from 
each of the two all India organisations, were 
unanimously adopted with top-most 
enthusiam. That Unity Committee, was 
directed to settle up all the organisational, 
technical and legal requirements for unity and 
formulate an appropriate Constitution 
acceptable to both sides and get the same 
passed by the general body of each of them 
within three months and arrange for a Joint 
Convention of both the organisation for 
ratifying the decisions and Constitution thus 
evolved, within six months. 


It is not unnecessary to mention here that, 
the amount of sincerity and urge for unity as 
manifested by most of the leading members of 
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the All India Homoeopathic Association during 
the ten years of unity movement was shown by 
very few leaders on the side of the All India 
Institute of Homoeopathy. The activities of some 
of the leaders of this side proved to be all the 
more dubious. Some times they showed much 
cooperative attitude, but just at the strategic 
moment, they played such a trick, as the 
advancement of the whole unity movement was 
foiled for a long period. This sort of foul game 
went on from the beginning of the movement 
till its end, even for more than two years after 
the adoption of unity resolution at Bangalore. 


To prove this fact, we need not go into the 
long story, only mentioning a few recent 
occurences in the short period of three years, 
from the preparatory phases of the Bangalore 
Congress to the Calcutta Convention, will 
suffice for the purpose : In the meeting of the 
Central Council of AIIH where the resolution 
for holding the Congress at Bangalore was 
adopted the following decisions were also taken, 
viz. - (1) A resolution for unity for AITH with 
AIHMA will be adopted in the Congress and 
(2) all the members of the AIHMA will be invited 
to that Congress, so that it would turn into a 
Unity Congress. As per those decisions, the local 
organising committee of the congress at 
Bangalore, with great enthusiasm, widely 
spread their invitation to all homoeopaths 
irrespective of whether they were members 
AITH or AIHMA and also took a decision to 
invite the then President of AIHMA to preside 
over one of the 4 Scientific Sessions to be held 
at the Congress and sent the same to the General 
Secretary of AIIH for approval, about 3 months 
before the date of the Congress. Getting no reply 
from centre in long 2 months they took the 
silence as consent, and issued format invitation 
to the President of AIHMA, as per their decision; 
and the latter gladly accepted that invitation. But 
an obnoxiously funny event took place at that 
the stage. It was not the General Secretary, but 
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the topmost leader of the AIJH, mentioned 
above (who did not hold any official post at that 
time) issued a directive to the Secretary of the 
organising Committee not to invite any of the 
leaders of the other camp (AIHMA) for any 
respectable post in the Congress. This was only 
three weeks before the date of the Congress. 
Think of the utter awkwardness of situation : 
the organisers had to withdraw the invitation 
to a respectable person after he had accepted 
the same. Think of the plight of the poor invitee 
also. But the gentle man simply swallowed up 
this sheerly unwarrented insult, only for the sake 
of unity and attended the Congress in person, 
with a number of his confreres, and took active 
role in overcoming all obstacles in the 
negotiations at the Congress. Is this not a unique 
example of sincerity for unity of one leader and 
mischievous motive of the other leader ? 


This is not the end of the story. As stated 
above, the Unity Committee was to finish its 
tasks within three months and arrange for the 
Joint Convention within six months. But the 
same particular leader managed to delay the 
whole programme for full 3 years. He was 
enabled to do this, thanks to another course of 
events. It was with the expectation that, the head 
of that particular leader would cool down and 
he would come to balance, he was made the 
President of AIIH at the Bangalore Congress. But 
very unfortunately, he utilised his post only for 
sabotaging every step of the Unity Committee. 
In this phase, the role of the few camouflaged 
leaders (as mentioned earlier) was the same as 
before. But ultimately the voice of the people 
prevailed, and unity was achieved as late as 
October, 1975, at Calcutta Convention and the 
long coveted unitary national sovereign 
organisation for all homoeopaths of the country 
came into being under the name 


The Homoeopathic Medical Association of 
India.

Leaving aside many other events, simply 


from the experiences of the latest movement for 
unity, each and every homoeopath of the 
country can not but take the following lessons - 


J. 


No leader, however big or small, can be 
depended upon blindly, nor any other 
leader rejected simply at the instigation of 
the believed leaders. The faithfulness and 
dependability of each particular leader must 
be critically assessed, every moment, by the 
most reliable touch-stone of their actual 
activities in the field for achieving the cause 
of the organisation. 


No activity of any organisation can of 
course, be conducted systematically and 
effectively with proper discipline without 
a hierarchy of efficient leadership. But every 
member must maintain a perpetual 
vigilance on the activities, movements and 
statements of each leader of any rank. If any 
of them deviates from the salutary path, he 
must be immediately brought to the proper 
rail; and if he refuses to be corrected, he 
must be forthwith demoted or totally 
discarded. Apparently, the leaders rule the 
masses, but really the masses also must rule 
their leaders, for their own safety and safety 
of the causes of the organisation. 


Each member of the organisation must 
make themselves thoroughly acquainted 
with the Aims and Objects, Rules, 
Regulations and Bye-laws of the Association 
and constantly assess the activities of each 
of the leaders on the basis of them. 


Each member must be thoroughly 
acquainted with the democratically decided 
methods of working for achieving the aims 
and objects and learn how to put the 
principles into practice correctly, so that 
each of them can attain to be the leaders of 
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the movement, taking care, of course, not 
to develop craving for posts. 


In the process he will gradually realise 
that, work can be done better and more 
freely without having a post, which often 
limits the scope of work due to various 
factors. 


5. Eachmember must scrupulously nourish 
and develop the salutary habit of being 
unbiasedly and objectively critical not 
only with respect to others but more with 
respect to his ownself. 


6. Every member must solemnly respect the 
Constitution of the Association as the sole 
ruler under which even the top-most 
leader must unconditionally submit. 


In one word, each member of HMAI will 
have to take vow that he will never allow the 
organisation to become leader-based and 
never get involved in any strife of the leaders, 
but cherish the Constitution as the pupil of 
the eye and keep the organisation perpetually 
based on principles. 


If these methods are relentlesly and 
scrupulously followed by majority of 
members, our HOMOEOPATHIC MEDICAL 
ASSOCIATION OF INDIA will acquire 
endless achievements and will remain as an 
everlasting and ever-growing source of 
power for the whole homoeopathic society of 
our country, in the service of the people.

W ni going to write this article one face is 
reflecting in my mind who taught me about 
Homoeopathy and Homoeopathic Association. 
In the year 1976. I have already come out from 
the Homoeopathic Medical College & Hospital 
after securing diploma. One fine morning my 
class-mate Dr. Birendra Nath Kanjilal called me 
and asked to go to Dr. J.N. Kanjilal who desired 
to see us. I can recollect from my memory the 
very day we met our teacher, Dr. J.N. Kanjilal. 
Our teacher was ill-tempered. We were thinking 
why he might have asked us to see him. We 
started thinking how he behaved with us. When 
we were his students he was not cool in nature, 
yet he taught us very seriously and sincerely. 
Most of us were aged (as we were night class 
students). He often asked questions in between 
class lectures to his students. If anybody was 
inattentive and unmindful in the class, he 
abused him roughly. So we were fearful and 
afraid of meeting him. However, our meeting 
on that day was very cordial and we were 
unable to think how that fearful teacher seemed 
to be an affectionate father. He advised us to 
practice homoeopathy as Hahnemanian 
homoeopath and abide by the rules and 
regulations as enunciated in the Organon of 
Medicine. He also advised us to join in the 
Homoeopathic Medical Association of India and 
open a Unit of the Association in our locality 
under the West Bengal State Branch. He told us 
in details of the Association. On that day I have 
discovered him asa philosopher, teacher as well 
as the leader of the Homoeopathic world. 


From the next morning as per advise of our 
teacher we started the work for unit of the 
Homoeopathic Medical Association of India in 
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Birati-Madhyamgram Unit, West Bengal State Branch 


our locality. We did not face much trouble to 
open the Unit under West Bengal State Branch 
of H.M.A.I. During his life time and even to-day 
our Unit is the largest of all in India. As per his 
advise we opened a Student Health Care Unit 
managed by homoeopathy first in India, at New 
Barrackpur Colony Boys' High School in the year 
1980 under the banner of H.M.A.I. By and by 
Homoeopaths and leaders of H.M.A.I. in our 
state as well as India, viz. Dr. Bhonath 
Chakraborty, Dr. Prodosh Majumder, Dr. Jugal 
Kishore, Dr. Dwan Harish Chand, Dr. J.S. 
Khanna, Dr. D.P. Rastogi, Dr. R.K. Desai, Dr. P. 
Vishnu and so on. Those who belong to our state 
always advised me for more work for the 
betterment of our association and 
homoeopathy. In this respect I cite an incident. 
In the year 1976, the first opening day of our 
Unit the eminent physicians as well as the 
leaders of H.M.A.L in West Bengal State Branch 
and Central were present. The meeting was 
scheduled to be held at 3.00 p.m. but out of sixty 
members of our Unit, only a few were present 
within time and as a result myself and the 
President of our Unit got nervous and felt 
bewildered. The great leader felt our position 
and my teacher came forward and asked me to 
project the microphone to outside for general 
public. He expressed that "we came here to say 
something on Homoeopathy and its Principles 
for the benefit of mankind. If anybody feels 
interest on the subject then we think that our 
meeting is successful". In a few minutes by 
action people and members of our Unit were 
coming to the hall and thus it was very 
successful. In this Way my teacher encouraged 
us to serve for the Association as well as 
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Homoeopathy. Now we have got footing and 
practiceing homoeopathy honourably side by 
side with other pathies of treatment in our 
society. 


This was my teacher as well as a great 
leader. During his life time I got opportunity to 
accompany him in the meeting and seminars 
organised by the Association almost all corners 
of our state as well as in our country for the 
cause of homoeopathy. He was basically an 
Allopathic physician but soon he was converted 
to Homoeopath and finally became a classical 
Homoeopath. He was perfectly the follower of 
our Master Dr. Samuel Hahnemann and 
practiced according to the Principles as 
enunciated by the founder in his Organon of 
Medicine. Here I cite a case : One of my patients 
had been suffering from phymosis. He got 
operated from the Medical College Hospital, 
Calcutta and after operation treatment was 
going on according to their system. To heel up 
the operated place they applied plenty of 
medicines of their system and even pencillin 
injections were pushed. But no result was 
attained, instead, a condilomata was formed in 
the glans penis. Finding no other way the patient 
took shelter to the homoeopathy. However, I 
took him to my teacher. After a short case-taking 
he was prescribed one dose of Chinimum Sulph - 
200 with some sac lac and advised the patient 
to see him after a month. Within this period the 
patient was much improved in all respects. But 
at the end of the 4th Week the patient suddenly 
attacked with high fever and headache just like 
Belladonna symptoms. He came to me for relief 
and myself prescribed a dose of Belladonna - 30. 
Next morning the patient was quite fit and I took 
him to my teacher and explained the facts. My 
teacher abused me in his usual tone and asked 
me "why you prescribed” "why you prescribed 
Belladonna, when we have already given a 
medicine which is deeper in action. Have you 
gone through it ? Will you be a Doctor ? You 
could wait a day for observation. However, 
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Belladonna is not a deep acting medicine. At 
present nothing to be given to him. Bring him 
after a month". As per his advise I met my 
teacher with my patient and he prescribed a 
dose Thuja - IM with sufficient sac lac. The 
patient was radically cured. Never he was 
attached with the same problem. | could not 
report this to my teacher because by this time 
he passed away from this world. So it is 
understandable how my teacher was a classical 
homoeopath. Like me so many desciples of my 
teacher are there all over India and abroad. 
During his time everybody knew him. As an 
organiser, for the cause of homoeopathy, his 
attachment to the Homoeopathic World was 
deep. During his life time he occupied the 
highest position in the Government level as 
well as public and private sector. In those days 
people called his Hahnemann of India. Before 
his end of life he requested to Homoeopathic 
Society to work together for the cause and 
development of Homoeopathy. He attended so 
many Homoeopathic Congress out-side India. 
On the way back from 4th All India Congress 
of H.M.AI. at Bombay in the year 1983 in the 
train he uttered a few words for his followers 
- "My days are counted, I will not live long. 
Days after days I am losing energy and health. 
This will be my last meeting in the Congress. 
We have constituted the Homoeopathic 
Medical Association of India with much toil. 
Most of us will not live long. It is you the 
younger people who can collectively keep this 
organisation active and alive. This organisation 
will be the torch bearer of Homoeopathy as 
enunciated by Master Dr. Samuel Hahnemann. 
It is my earnest desire to all to look into........".

Th. totality of symptoms in contrast to 
pathology plays the key role in understanding 
a drug or patient in Homoeopathy. The selection 
of simillimum from vast symptomatology of 
materia medica always demands some or the 
other way of differentiating or sorting out 
similar looking drugs and Repertorisation is one 
such comprehensive, scientific and errorless 
way of doing this exercise. The roots of 
Repertory idea can be seen as early as 1816 in 
preamble to Materia medica Pura by 
Hahnemann himself as "For the convenience of 
treatment, we require merely to jot down after 
each symptom all the medicines which can 
produce such a symptom with tolerable 
accuracy, expressing them by a few letters 
(Abbreviations) and also to bear in mind the 
circumstances under which they occur, they 
have a determining influence on our choice, and 
proceed in the same way with all the other 
symptoms, noting by what medicine each is 
excited from the list so prepared we shall be able 
to perceive which among the medicines 
homoeopathically covers the most of the 
symptoms present, especially the most peculiar 
and characteristic ones- and this the remedy 
sought for." This laid the foundation of the 
present day repertories. 


From the first repertory Fragmenta De 
Viribus Medica Mentorum Positivis published 
in 1805 by Hahnemann himself, the profession 
has seen a large number of repertories and the 
search for an ideal and complete repertory will 
go on unabated in future. 


The credit for publishing the first repertory

goes to Von Boenninghausen. Boennin- 
ghausen published Repertory of the 
Antipsorics in 1832 with a preface by master 
(second edition in 1833). This repertory was 
used by Hahnemann himself in his practice. 


In 1835, Boenninghausen's Repertory of 
medicines which are Non antipsorics and in 
1836, came an attempt at showing the relative 
kinship of Homoeopathic medicines. All 
these publications were combined to form his 
masterpiece Therapeutic Pocket Book which 
was published in 1846 in German. This became 
the standard reference work used by most 
American homoeopaths including Stuart 
Close, Caroll Dunham, H.N. Guernsey and 
T.F. Allen. In 1900 Cyrus Maxwell Boger made 
a new translation of the Antipsoric remedies 
into English. It contained 232 pages. Dr. Boger 
continued to enhance it until his death in 1935. 
He made so many additions and new rubrics 
that its final size was 1040 pages an almost five 
fold increase. This repertory later grew into 
Boger's Boenninghausen's Characteristics 
and Repertory in 1905

DETAILS OF SOME LESSER KNOWN AND 
LATEST REPERTORIES 


1. Boenninghausen's repertories 


Boenninghausen accepted the following 
fundamentals as proposed by Hahnemann 


1. Nothing can be known of a disease except 
through symptoms. 


2. It is the patient who is ill and not his parts 
or organs 


3. Symptoms are the only unfailing guide to 
the selection of the remedy 


4. Peculiar, characteristic individualizing 
symptoms, as against the common 
symptoms denote the similar remedy. The 
remedy can hardly even be indicated by a 
single symptom however so ever peculiar. 
He proposed four components of a 
characteristic symptom as Location, 
Sensation, Modality & Concomitant. 


5. He comprehended the difficulties 
encountered in securing a complete picture 
of the case (lack of observation existed in 
provers as existed in patients). He 
suggested that incomplete symptoms could 
be reliably completed by analogy. Itimplies 
that missing components of a symptom 
could be completed by analogy.

Advantages over Kent's Repertory 


Each physician who attempts to use Kent's 
Repertory, knowledge of evaluation of 
symptoms into General, particular & peculiar 
symptoms is a prerequisite for it and any error 
in the process of evaluation may throw away 
the indicated drug out of repertorial analysis. 
One has to be very sure as to the exact 
interpretation of mental symptoms and their 
value in the repertorisation. It is a fact that in 
practice, It is not always possible to carry out 
Kentian evaluation in each case and many a 
times forceful extraction of generals especially 
mental generals in one sided chronic cases gives 
poor response to repertory based prescription. 


In cases seen in practice, it is very easy to 
complete four elements of each symptom 
according to Boger Boenninghausen's concept 
of totality of complete symptoms as it does not 
require any sophisticated understanding of 
evaluation of symptoms. One has to just 
separate Location, sensation, Modality and 
Concomitants. Each component of complete 
symptom can be characteristic symptom of a 
drug or a patient e.g. 


Left sided complaints Lachesis 

Right sided complaints Lycopodium 

Right forehead Silicea, Sanguinaria 
Left forehead Spigelia 

Liver Chelidoneum 
Pancreas Iris versicolor 
Spleen Ceanothus 


The list is very long and similar observations 
can be made as regard characteristic sensations 
(stinging of Apis, Burnings of Cantharis & Arsenic 
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album), Modalities, concomitants (Thirstlessness 
with dryness of mouth of Pulsatilla) of drugs. In our 
day to day materia medica based prescribing of 
acute cases, we are utilising Boenninghausen's 
concept of evaluation of Symptoms. The 
suitability, applicability & value of Boger 
Boenninghausen's Repertory for each case is 
much more than any other repertory available 
to us. 


2. Knerr Repertory 


It is an index to Hering's guiding symptoms 
prepared by Dr. Calvin B. Knerr. 


The order of arrangement or method of 
classification, followed in the compilation of this 
repertory is the one inaugurated by 
Hahnemann, developed, perfected and used by 
Hering through his entire Materia medica work 
viz. the anatomical or regional division into forty 
eight chapters.

Each chapter is alphabetically divided into 
sections and rubrics without destroying 
consistency as a whole. The basic difference of 
this repertory form Allen's symptoms register 
is that it contains symptoms and remedies not 
only from provings and toxicology, but also 
from clinical provings and confirmations. To 
represent it different grades have been used. 


I the lowest, a single light line, designating 
an occasionally confirmed symptoms 


II a double light line, a symptom more 
frequently confirmed or if but once confirmed 
strictly in character with the genius of the 
remedy. 


la singly heavy line, a symptom verified by 
cures. 


Il a double heavy line, symptom repeatedly 
verified. These degree marks tally with the four 
styles of type used by Boenninghausen. 


Tt represents symptoms observed on the sick 
only t represents toxicological symptoms. 


This concordance repertory is one of the few 
repertories where symptoms have been placed 
unbroken by preserving the original words/ 
expressions so that they retain the most delicate 
shades of meaning to maintain individuality 
which is very vital in the selection of simillimum. 
Generalisation has the drawback of destroying 
the fine delicacy of symptoms as has been with 
Boenninghausen repertories and to some extent 
with Kent's Repertory. Let us take example of a 
mental symptoms Forgetful. Knerr has listed 
first, all the remedies which have forgetfulness 
in general followed by smaller rubrics which 
have special association with a particular 
circumstance or condition or are related to a 
specific time frame in an alphabetical order. This 
arrangement though systematic and good is 
impractical in repertorisation process. Therefore 
this repertory though useful has been rarely 


used by profession. 
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In comparison to Kent's Repertory, rubric 
placing is more appropriate in Knerr's 
Repertory e.g. Jaundice has been placed under 
section liver and gall stones have been given a 
separate rubric. 


3. Thematic Repertory by J.A. Mirrili 


The author opines that it is very difficult to 
understand homoeopathic knowledge from 
hitherto available Clinical & Pure Materia 
medica and Repertories. He has tried to express 
the thematic philosophy of the study of 
homoeopathic symptoms by organising the 
symptoms of Pure Materia Medica and 
repertory by themes. He says that Repertories 
were the main attempt to classify the 
homoeopathic symptoms so that they could be 
used in clinic for fast medical advice, but they 
have several limitations. First limitation is that 
symptoms are severed and classified in 
alphabetical order with no connections in 
repertory loosing their dynamic expression 
thus similar symptoms are placed in different 
chapters and remain unrelated. 


Secondly, the symptoms described in pure 
materia medica are not totally represented on 
the repertorial rubrics. In this new Thematic 
repertory, author has tried to overcome 
weaknesses of repertories. For example in the 
Thematic repertory, at the forsaken theme, we 
have a lot of symptoms with the sense of 
forsaken but they do not present the word 
forsaken. 


This thematic repertory incorporates the 
collected mood and 12,500 symptoms from the 
pure Materia medica of Hahnemann, Hering, 
T.F. Allen, H.C. Allen, Jeremy Sherr and from 
Complete Repertory by Roger van Zandvoort. 


These are arranged carefully under nearly 
300 themes like ambition, Forsaken, Death, 
helplessness, Money, Religious, Travel, 
Yielding etc. In this way, all unrelated 
symptoms present under the same theme and 
the limitation of the Kentian repertories, Where 
similar symptoms with different spelling are 
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found to be listed far away of each other is 
overcome. 


4.Robin Murphy's Repertory of 
Homoeopathic Materia Medica Released in 


March 1993 


It is a reorganised and expanded version of 
Kent Repertory with Kent and Knerr format. 
The book is compact, practical and easy to carry 
like Kent's Repertory. It has sixty seven different 
chapters arranged alphabetically as compared 
to 37 in Kents. Rubrics and sub rubrics within 
each chapter are in alphabetical format similar 
to those of materia medica leaving out Kent's 
plan of site, time, modalities, extensions etc. 
There is complete reorganization of the 
information with smaller anatomical and 
functional subdividions in alphabetical order. It 
contains 39,000 new rubrics and and reliable 
20,000new additions and updates still retaining 
a small lightweight size for convenience. The 
grading of drugs is similar to Kent's three grades 
i.e. Bold, Bold italics and plain type. 


Dr. Murphy has updated the language of the 
repertory in many places for which many new 
generations of homoeopathic students will 
thank him many times. For example "Boredom' 
replaces "ennui", "Crying" replaces "weeping" 
and "humiliation" replaces "mortification" 
though the original terms are cross referenced 
to the terms in updated language. 


There is a bold reorganization and expansion 
of repertorial information with many practical 
divisions such as the ones having to do with 
children, pregnancy, emergencies, the 
environment, dreams, and delusions including 
use of modern diagnostic terminology as 
Alzheimer's syndrome, polycystic ovaries etc, 


He has created sections which make it easier 
to locate an experience such as symptoms 
related to music. Besides the separate sections 
which have music as a modality. He has a music 
section in the Mind chapter which includes 
many of the other mental symptoms which 
relate to music. ; 


There are plenty cross references anda very 
useful word index in the back of the book to 


locate difficult symptoms. 


Drawbacks 


It lacks the superscript code references of 
the authors who have contributed towards 
addition to Kent. Therefore it is very difficult 
to know the source of the concerned data as well 
as remedy. 


If we compare three rubrics of Murphy with 
that of Complete repertory in Mackepertory: 
"Deceitful", "Defiant" and "Ailments from 
Reproaches". In "Deceitful "Lycopodium (2), 
Opium (3), and Thuja (3) are upgraded in 
Murphy's Repertory, when compared with the 
Complete Repertory and Morphinum is added, 
with the other remedies in the rubric being 
identical. Again because of absence of 
references one does not know the source of 
these additions/upgrades. 


In "Defiant", Chamomilla (2) and Medorrhinum 
(1) are added and Tuberculinum is upgraded (3) 
again the same comments applicable. 


In "Ailments from Reproaches", he has 
added Anacardium (1), Chamomilla (1), 
Lycopodium (3) and Natrum muriaticum (2) and 
upgraded Carcinosin (2), Colocynthis (2) and 
Staphysagria (3). 


There are some rubrics which have been 
combined from the original Kent Repertory, An 
example is combination of "egotistical" and 
“haughty” into one rubric entitled as "Egotistical 
haughty." The two words describe two distinct 
characteristics, as originally perceived by Kent, 
and belong to two separate rubrics. 


5. Complete Repertory by Roger van 
Zandvoort

There are about 515,000 confirmed additions 
in the complete along with number of new 
remedies: Ozone, Bambusa, Marble, Limestone, 
Sequoia Sempervirens, Lac humanum, 
Hydrophis (snake venom) many additions for 
Sacharum officianalis, Carcinosin and Bowel 
nosodes, Granite & Bothrops atrox. Each and 
every rubric has been traced to its origin 
mentioned in superscript coded number giving 
the page number of the original text for each 
rubric for precision reference. This is the greatest 
advantage of this repertory as each new 
information has a reference code by which one 
can judge its value or worth. 
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There has been a lot of planning in the 
sectional organisation of the repertory. The 
mind symptoms have been systematically 
classified and indexed so that the right rubric 
or remedy can be found easily. Noises in 
several sections have been brought together 
under the main rubric "Noises" (like in 
abdomen, grubling, quacking etc.) 


He has changed previously confusing 
abbreviations to more easily understood 
versions mostly in the mineral and acid 
remedies. 


Many occurrences of synonyms have been 
simplified using the most common word for 
their specific meaning. Most important word 
in many rubrics have been moved to be read 
first; ie., during urination is changed to 
urination, during. The terminology in some 
cases has been modernized and clarified e.g. 
miscarriage has been replaced with abortion 
and micturition by urination. 


Some important changes: 


One example of a rubric in Mind Section: 
Emotions predominated by intellect (as it 
appears in Synthetic) has been changed to, after 
confirmation from text to: Emotions- 
Controlled by intellect, need to be. This 
phrasing of the rubric gives it exactly the 
opposite meaning. Whereas the first one 
indicates that the intellect is so strong that it 
overwhelms and controls the emotions, the 
actual meaning indicates that Emotions are so 
strong that they have to be controlled by 
intellect. The latter makes sense because the 
drugs enlisted against the rubric(Caler and Viol 
-o) both are known to be highly emotional and 
hysterical drugs and not intellectual ones as 
depicted earlier. 


The latest edition of Complete repertory 
also adds another rubric. 


Emotions, too strong- which also has the 
same drugs. This again confirms the 
corrections. 
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Some of the new rubrics are; Ability 
increased, Achieve things desire to, Animal 
consciousness, Borrows trouble, Blaming, 
Charitable, Constructive, Daydreaming, 
Delicacy feeling of, Dignity, Housekeeping inept 
for, Independent, Enthusiasm, Teasing, 
Telepathy, Intellectual 

A number of sub rubrics have been added: 

Precocity - religious, sexual, School, but does 
not perform to capacity 

Embraces- trees wants to embrace: ozone 


Extravagance- economy for want of, 
sometimes miserly, works hard

Disadvantages: 


1. Lot of unreliable additions has been made 
both in terms of drugs and rubrics; e.g. 
Androctonus and Chocolate are two drugs 
which are put in almost all rubrics.

3. Many small rubrics with single drugs lead 
the prescribe go astray if given too much 
importance

6. Synthesis Repertorium 
Homeopathicum Syntheticum by Frederik 
Schroyens.

It is available for Macs as well as IBM, is a 
computer programme library of all the main 
Materia Medica (including medicine specific 
information from modern writers such as 
Sankaran, Sholten, Zaren, etc.) plus materia 
medica formed from all the main repertories 
and materia medica, some that come from 
journals that have not seen the light of day for 
many a year. It is more than this as it can be 
directly used to analyse cases. 


Different ways of its use: 
1. Like a Library 


One can go to any section of any medicine 
In any materia medica or repertory 
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generated materia medica. It contains all 
information except introduction and general 
comment about drugs. There is an easy and 
useful bookmark system that means you 
keep track and go back to any text by placing 
a marker on the page in the materia medica 
window. It also includes Zizia philosophy 
containing Hahnemann's Organon, Kent's 
Philosophy, Robert's Principles and Stuart 
Close's Genius of Homoeopathy.

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Rationale for teaching Repertory 


Prescription in Homoeopathy may be based 
on various criteria: 


@ Materia Medica Based Prescription, 
where the prescriber has to rely on his 
memory for the accuracy of the 
prescription 


@ Therapeutic prescription, where some 
medicines are short-listed as being 
probable for prescription 


@ Repertory based prescription, where the 
symptoms analysed are added together 
and compared in the appropriate 
repertory 


Of all the bases, repertory-based affords 
accuracy, validity and reliability to the 
prescription. 


Current practices in teaching Repertory 


The present state of repertory teaching at the 
UG level is mired in curricular ad hocism as: 


» The subject of repertory is not fully 
developed as an independent discipline 


» Learning resources are scarce and not 


tailored to the requirements of the 
syllabus 


The outcome of this is that repertory is 
perceived as a boring subject, which one is 
compelled to study for the sake of Passing the 
examination. In practice its worth is appreciated 
as a reference source when the prescriber can 
not relate the case Symptoms with his 
remembrance of Materia Medica. 
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Curriculum re-engineering for teaching 
repertory 


The curriculum re-engineering for repertory 
was carried out within the ambit of the syllabus 
prescribed by the Central Council of 
Homoeopathy. This was effected by 
differentiating the syllabus into two distinct 
categories: 


“+ Case Taking 
“* Repertorisation 
Case taking was further differentiated under 
Y Case taking and recording 
Y Case analysis 
¥ Symptom analysis 
Repertorisation was differentiated under 


UO Study of repertories 
UO Program of repertorisation 


Under the study of repertories, history of 
repertories and their historical necessity, 
classification of repertories to facilitate the 
selection of similimum repertory, study of 
individual repertories was prescribed. The 
individual study of repertories was patterned 
on the guidelines stated by Herbert Roberts - 
history and development, philosophical 
background, construction, scope and 
limitations. Further differentiation of the 
construction was made under macro- 
construction and micro-construction. 


The program of repertorisation is by far the 
most vague and ill-defined procedure. There are 
no universally accepted parameters to carryout 
the procedure, Organising the program under 


ee 


four heads ameliorated this. They are:

* Medium of repertorisation 
Method of repertorisation 
Technique of repertorisation 
* Process of repertorisation 


*. 
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These parameters were assembled together 
by studying the practices of various 
homoeopathic stalwarts all over the world and 
tempering them with pragmatism and 
scientificity. These were aided by a formula to 
facilitate easy selection of rubrics from the 
repertories. 


The experiential experiment was started at 
the Government Homoeopathic Medical 
College-Bangalore in 1994. 


Results 


The results were benchmarked against the 
parameters of the Taxonomy of Learning 
according to the Principles of Education. 


Cognitive: 

@ Anincreased awareness of the possibility 
of working on different types of 
repertories was found among the 
students. They also developed an 
understanding that certain 
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predetermined criteria can direct the 
selection of the Similimum Repertory. 


The knowledge of construction of 
repertories improved, which-further 
simplified the task of selecting the 
rubrics. 


@ There was an appreciable increase in the 


success rate of prescriptions after 
selecting the appropriate repertory. 


Affective: 


Using repertory for prescription became 
more acceptable 


@ Due to the causal relationship that could 


be clearly established between the 
repertory-based prescription and 
positive results 


Because of the convenience provided by 
the repertory in cases, which place the 
prescriber in a tight spot. 


Psychomotor: 

Areas of improvement noticed in this 
domain include the proficiency attained in the 
techniques of repertorisation like computer 
keyboard. 


AN OUTLING OF THE PAPER 


Teaching Repertory at 
Undergraduate level

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Abstract 


It is believed that Homoeopathy is quite 
effective in allergic disease of the skin Le. allergic 
dermatitis but there are few case reports / well- 
documented studies. The different types of 
allergic dermatitis are grouped under the 
general term ‘Eczema’, which is quiet frequently 
being misused by patients as well as by 
Homoeopathic physician rather than being used 
appropriately according to the specific types. 
Therefore there is a need to understand the 
different clinical types of Allergic dermatitis, 
their natural history, exciting and maintaining 
causes, complications, clinical tests and 
Homoeopathic treatment. In the present study, 
the role of Homoeopathic drugs have been 
evaluated in the treatment of Allergic dermatitis. 
The aims and objectives of the study are to find 
out the most effective Homoeopathic drugs, 
their potencies and prescribing indications in the 
treatment of Allergic dermatitis. 


A total number of 265 cases of different types 
of Allergic Dermatitis were treated at Nehru 
Homoeopathic Medical College and hospital, 
New Delhi in the last five years and their results 
have been documented. The study includes 94 
cases of Infective Eczematous dermatitis, 65 
cases of Pompholyx, 48 cases of Nummular 
dermatitis, 30 cases of Contact dermatitis, seven 
cases of Atopic dermatitis, five cases of Drug 
induced dermatitis, three cases of Photo- 
dermatitis and 13 cases of Non specific 
dermatitis. The age group varied from six 
months to about 60 years. The cases included 
acute (short duration) as well as chronic (lon 
standing). The cases were predated 
Homoeopathic drugs on the basis of presenting 
complaints, totality of Symptoms and 
exclusively on mental symptoms. About 25 


Homoeopathic drugs were used in different 
potencies from 30 to 10 M but most of the cases 
were treated with 30 and 200 potencies. 


Out of 267 cases, 67 cases became 
asymptomatic with the treatment and only 11 
cases showed mild recurrence. 34 cases 
improved markedly, 42 cases moderately and 51 
cases mildly. 31 cases not reported and were 
dropped out of the analysis. Only one case of 
Contact dermatitis recorded marked 
aggravation during treatment. No. Response 
was observed in 28 cases. 


The group of drugs that was found effective 
includes Sulphur (55/72), Natrum Mur (57/6), 
Merc sol (2/34), Nux Vom (18/27), Sepia (16/22), 
Rhus tox (13/15), Ignatia (11/14), Graphitis (8/13), 
Mezerium (27/33), Hep sulph (8/12), Psorinum (12/ 
12), Sarsaparilla (10/11), Calc Carb (14/15), Antim 
Crud (6/6), Hydrocotyle (4/7), Achyranthese (4/11), 
Petroleum (3/3), Gun Powder (3/5), Opium (3/3), 
Arsenic alb (6/14), Ran bulb (3/3), Azadirachta ind 
(6/8), Bacillinum (2/2), Alumina (2/2) and Calc 
Sulph (1/2). Their leading indications were also 
verified. 


During treatment, the pattern of 
Homoeopathic aggravation was observed with 
a special care. No aggravation was observed in 
new and acute cases of dermatitis. However the 
reappearance of symptoms was observed in 
chronic cases which were improving partially 
with steroid base local applications. 


The result of the study has shown 
Homoeopathy is having a definite role in the 
treatment Allergic dermatitis but further study 
supported by assessment with immunological 
clinical tests, and with double blind placebo 
control multi-centric study designs is necessary. 
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ROBE OF BAGH FLOWER REMEDIES 
IN MENTAL GONDITIONS 


Wa thanking the Homoeopathic Medical 
Association of India for inviting me to present a 
paper on the above topic, I would like to state 


that the very topic needs some clarification and 
definition. 


Before I start talking on Back Remedies, a 
reference is necessary to homoeo-how a 
prescription is to be made there in 
homoeopathy. 


Many practise homoeopathy on the plea that 
it has no side-effects etc. What all they know is 
that as in allopathy and other systems, so in 
homoeo too, we have medicine for fever, for 
diarrhoea, for headache etc. My paper is not 
addressed to those who use Belladonna for 
‘fever’ and Nux vomica for ‘dyspepsia’ and so 
on. 


What is the uniqueness of homoeopathy ? 


Dr. Hahnemann very clearly stipulates in 
Section 213 of his Organon that without taking 
into account the mental symptoms, a cure is not 
possible. (But, at the present day, how many 
prescriptions are based on mental symptoms ? 
Be that as it may). 


When we combine section 153 and 213 of the 
Organon we get the guidance that a homoeo 
prescription is to be made on “uncommon 
mental symptoms”. But at the present day we 
find that a questionnaire is administered to the 
patient wherein are found questions as to 
whether the patient gets anger, is irritable, has 
fear etc. etc. and a remedy covering all the 
mental symptoms ticked by the patient is 
selected. No, not at all. The computer Is a 
mockery of homoeopathy and Dr. Hahnemann. 
It is of course, true that in his organon, 
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Dr. Hahnemann says that a prescription is to 
be made on “totality of symptoms”. But when 
we read this advice together with section 153 
and 213 of the organon, we arrive at the 
following guidance: 


A prescription is to be made on “totality of 
uncommon mental symptoms”. 


When we followed this, we invariably have 
found in practice that only one mental 
symptom is found that is ‘uncommon’ or ‘rare- 
strange-peculiar’ and we easily select on that 
one symptom through the Repertory by Dr. 
Calvin B. Knerr, (and, in some cases, through 
Boericke’s Materia Medica) and in much less a 
time than that required for making use of the 
computer. Calvin B.Knerr’s and Boericke’s 
have excelled all the software available at the 
present day on homoeopathy and these golden 
reference works (together with Samuel 
Lilienthal’s Homoeopathic Therapeutics) will 
continue to surpass any advanced computer 
software of the distant future too. 


Homoeopathic practice is not a mechanical 
one. It is an art. 


To those who treat human beings as if they 
are practising veterinary practice, computer 
may be meaningful. 


I shall just quote two cases where mental 
symptoms told by the patient (without our 
putting any symptom-eliciting questions) 
pointed to the correct remedy - the 
Simillimum. (Therefore, we say that 
homoeopathy is a system where The Patient 
Himself tells his remedy). 


Case 1: Mrs. L, 35 years, as a result of 
undergoing radium therapy for cancer in uterus 
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came to me with symptom of profuse and 
frequent diarrhoea for which the allopaths could 


not do anything. 


I did not talk (Let us read section 84 thru’ 90 
of the organon. “The patient details his suffering 
those about him tell what they heard him 
complain of keeping silence himself, he (the 
homoeopath) allows them to say and refrain from 
interrupting them. Every interruption breaks the 
chain of thought of the narrators, and all they 
would have said at first does not again occur to 
them in precisely the same manner after that”. 


The patient started talking: “Doctor, please 
stop this diarrhoea somehow...” I continued to 
look thru’ the pages of the repertory... After a 
pause, she said suddenly, “doctor, cure me 
somehow; I want to go to my village people and 
prove to them that I got cured completely. They 
had disrespected me by telling that I won’t get 
cure and would die soon. I want to tell my 
villagers, Look here, I am cured, what is your 
answer now?” 


If we read the above, we would realise that 
patient had already indicated the correct remedy 
that we have to prescribe for her. But, however, 
for the anxious pathological prescriber, let us 
proceed in a different way. 


How the remedy was selected in this case: 
This is not ‘diarrhoea’ as such. This complaint 
is after radium therapy. The correct symptom 
is “Discharges, Profuse”. 


The discharge is from “mucous membranes” 
and so I looked into the great monumental work 
Repertory by Dr. Calvin B.Knerr. On page 1136 
of this work we find the following (being 
relevant to the case on hand): 


Mucous Membranes, secretions...profuse 
like haemorrhages, draining system, Ham.; 
secretions, with depressed vitality, Kreo 
transulation of watery portions of blood 

causing copious diarrhoea, crot, t. 
profuse, watery, serious, especially 

stomach and intestinal tracts, Elat. 
passive, flux, ph-ac 
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(you cannot find the above rubrics in Kent's 
Repertory and we are unable to understand as to why 
Kent is talked about so much). 


I read all above five remedies in various 
materia medicas; while studying Hamamelis 
in Boericke’s Mat. medica, the following words 
under mind in that remedy made me to jump 
in joy: 

Wants “the respect due to me’ shown. 


This made me to recall that the patient had 
been saying; she wanted to get cure and then 
go and prove to them that she is now cured. 


Hamamelis 10M single dose cured her 
completely. 


Case 2: In an association meeting, one 
doctor talked about a patient with chronic 
eczema on whom he had tried the remedies 
Psorinum, Graphities etc. Without any effect 
and he asked for others’ suggestion in this case. 
(Suggestion without seeing the patient or 
listening to the patient? This is nothing short 
of mockery of homoeopathy and the patient). 


One Doctor suggested Ammonium carb. as 
the unfailing(!) remedy for eczema and the 
other suggested another remedy viz., Sulphur. 
It so happened that a few days later I was in 
the clinic of the doctor (who had earlier asked 
for the ‘best’ medicine for ezema); to my luck 
that eczema patient walked into the clinic. I 
told the doctor to keep quiet but merely allow 
the patient to talk and the doctor has to simply 
and only listen... listen... and listen. Nothing 
more and nothing less! 


The patient said that he had completed the 
one month medicine given last time by that 
doctor and there is not much relief. By a gesture 
of my hand I signalled the doctor not to 
interrupt. After a pause, the patient said, “You 
see, lam not taking the treatment with a desire 
te get cure. Iam now fifty-eight and am due to 
retire in two years. Before I die, I want to see 
that my sonis settled in life by getting a decent 
job and with my pension and provident fund 


arrears I want to celebrate my only daughter's 
wedding. then I can die in peace. Till such time 
her marriage is finalised, I must look healthy 
before my in-laws and not with this weeping 
eczema. 


I asked the doctor to give the patient one 
single dose of Petroleum 10M; he gave it and it 
completely cured him. 


Then I showed the doctor the sentence “feels 
death is near and must hurry to settle affairs” 
given under the remedy Petroleum in Boericke’s 
materia Medica which agreed with the patient's 
statement that before dying he wanted to make 
his son settle in life and celebrate his daughter's 
wedding. 


The above method of selecting the remedy 
alone is homoeopractice. Yes, in the clinic of 
good homoeopaths you won't find crowds, 
because we cure with a few doses. 


Thus far we have seen that in the above two 
cases the patient has been indicating his remedy 
by mental symptoms told by them of their own 
without our questioning). 


Many readers may raise their eyebrows as 
to why I talk about homoeopathic prescribing 
under the title bach remedies. 


Whether Bach remedies or homoeopathic 
medicines, we have to select the remedy on 
"mental symptoms" alone. 


Now, coming to the topic, treatment of 
diseases (be it bodily diseases or mental 
conditions) is a low-key approach as far as Bach 
remedies are concerned. 


Homoeopathy will ever remain supreme 
among pharmacologically-oriented system of 
therapeutics. 


In Bach remedies, it is classifications of 
personalities mental symptoms) whereas in 
Homoeopathy it is 600 and odd. 


In homoeo, we do consider physical 
symptoms but when we come to Bach remedies 
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we find mental symptoms only in the materia 
medica. By this, many new-comers have 
wrongly concluded that Bach remedies are 
meant for mental conditions only. No, not at 
all. 


Dr. Hahnemann says. That to make a 
homoeopathic prescription, we must consider 
mental symptoms (Section 213 of the 
Organon). Does this mean that homoeo is 
suited for treatment of mental conditions 
alone? 


Whether it is Bach remedies or 
homoeopathy. We treat human beings and it 
is not veterinary practice. 


It is totally incorrect to classify patients as 
“mental patients”. 


In all corporeal bodily diseases the state of 
mind and disposition is altered Section of the 
Organon): and Hahnemann continues to say 
that we cannot cure without considering 
mental symptoms. 


Whether mental conditions or bodily 
diseases, the mind is always altered which 
alone we have to consider as in the above 
mentioned two cases) to select the remedy for 
the patient. 


The complaint of almost all homoeopaths 
is that patients do not report mental symptoms 
and they come for physical sufferings only. It 
is true that no patients enters with a mental 
symptom unless itis a psychiatric patient). But 
if we allow and only allow the patient, he 
would invariably end up with a mental 
symptom. 

If a homoeopath is not getting mental 
symptoms in a case, it is because he does not 
follow the teachings of Dr. Hahnemann in 
section 84 thru’ 90 of the Organon.

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{HE PHENOMENON OF EMOTIONAL REPRESSION 


AND ITS HOMOEOPA 


Introduction : 


For an accurate and effective prescribing in 
homoeopathy, a comprehensive understanding 
of the patient in his entire totality is mandatory. 


A thorough case taking, accurate analysis 
and synthesis towards perceiving the 
individuality of the patient are essential co- 
ordinates. The role of mind as a supreme need 
is well understood by homoeopathic fraternity. 
There is a constant research that has been going 
on to understand this vital component. The 
psychoanalytic research and studies has largely 
contributed in homoeopathy towards deeper 
understanding of mental elements and also 
helped in erecting personalities of many lesser 
known / used drugs. We take repression as the 
central theme and study it under the following 
headings : 


1. Some of the basic emotional components 
ANGER €<————> SADNESS 
a >)! HATE 
ENVY <———-} JEALOUSY 
FRIGHT ANXIETY AND GUILT 


2. How do these emotions behave when under 
stress or threatened 
By actively expressing the related emotions. 


b. By suppressing i.e. consciously or 
semiconsciously deciding not to think about 
an impulse or conflict. 


c. By repression - lets try to understand this 
phenomenon. 
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3. Definition : 


Repression is defined as a mechanism 
characterised by unconscious forgetting of 
unacceptable ideas or impulses. 


To push the impulse out of awareness into 
the unconscious 


Pushing irreconcilable desires, individual's 
conscious _ self-requirements and 
motivations from conscious awareness to 
unconsciousness. 


Process of repression : 


Human mind has a form of censorship that 
deems certain memories, thoughts and feelings 
unacceptable. The material is repressed - that is 
buried in the unconscious and the person is no 
longer consciously aware of the phenomena that 
have undergone repression. The repressed 
material through a psychological inhibition of 
recall remains inaccessible, so they are not 
recognised. 


Powerful mental contents (thoughts and 
feelings) that are not tolerable to the anxious self 
become buried under a repression barrier 


consisting of certain forces that prevent them 
from reaching awareness. 


People can exert some control over 
unconscious functioning. According to this idea, 
people keep impulses and other mental contents 
repressed, not because the repressive factors are 
more powerful but because individuals can 
unconsciously decide that expressing certain 
repressed material would be dangerous. This 
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unconscious is based as extrapolating from the 
past and by assessing current reality. For 
example, a person may unconsciously decide 
that expressing love to another person would 
lead to rejection or humiliation; hence it is 
important for him to repress or neutralise his 
impulses to express his feelings. 


Benefits : 


Repression acts, as a defence against drives 
which can not be controlled by ego. That is an 
introduction to denial, a non-conscious process 
acting automatically especially in guilt, shame 
and lowering self-esteem. This is a defensive 
mechanism against anxiety, which is likely to 
arise when unbearable ideas and impulses 
threaten to enter conscious level, induced by 
anxiety. 


Effects : 


The repressed thoughts and feelings 
continue to influence mood and behaviour 
throughout the adult life and can cause 
inexplicable depression, anxiety and socially 
abnormal behaviour that seem to be beyond 
conscious control. 


Expression : 


According to Freud's study on dreams and 
its contents, he learned that the dreams were 
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definitely meaningful, even though that 
meaning was often hidden or disguised. Most 
of all Freud was struck by the intimate 
connection between dream content and 
unconscious memories or fantasies that were 
long repressed. 


The observation led Freud to declare that 
interpretation of dreams was the royal road to 
the understanding of the unconscious. Another 
study revealed that PARAPRAXUS - slips of the 
tongue, provided concrete evidence of the role 
of the unconscious in everyday life. The 
eruption of a repressed thought or feeling 
when one word is substituted for another often 
reveals an unacceptable unconscious ‘Wish. 
Repressed emotions may not appear in 
dreams. It may appear in an altered form, for 
example repressed rage towards ones father 
may take the form of mild annoyance. 


When the basic understanding of the 
phenomenon of repression let us travel to the 
homoeopathic reflections through a case study. 
I have selected the repressed rejected feeling 
as the centrality that evolves when we study 
the case and later the corresponding drug in 
homoeopathic materia medica. 


We will then see glimpses of repression in 
few of the homoeopathic drugs. 0

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WHAT IS A DREAM ? 


Dream is a “Story” or an “event” that a 
person watches or appears to take part in, 
during sleep. Dream events are imaginary but 
are related to real life experiences. They seem 
real to the dreamer while they are taking place. 
Most dreams occur in colour, though color is 


vague. 


People see in most dreams. They may also- 
hear, smell, touch and taste 


| BIOLOGY OF DREAMS 


Dreaming, like all mental processes, is a 
product of the brain and its activity. Brain 
continues to give off electrical waves, whether 
a person is awake or asleep. This can be seen in 
an Electro EncephaloGram. In sleep, waves are 
large and slow. At certain times they become 
small and faster. During these periods of small 
and fast waves, eyes move rapidly as though 
the sleeper were watching a sequence of events. 
This stage of sleep-REM - is when dreams occur. 
If awakened during REM sleep, person is likely 
to recall details of the dream. 


Ancient cultures believed that dreams were 
of spiritual in origin, often foretelling the future. 
Aristotle believed that dreams originated from 
within the dreamer, arising from the heart. 
Modern dream research has focused on two 
general interpretations of dream content. The 
recounting of dreams has been used widely as 
part of clinical treatment. If dreams express 
important wishes, fears, concerns, and Worries 
of the dreamer then the study and analysis of 
dreams can help reveal previously unknown 
aspects of a person’s mental functioning, 
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A considerable amount of emotion is 
commonly present in dreams & it is usually a 
single, stark & intense emotion-fear, anger, or 
joy; rather than the modulated emotions that 
occur in the waking state. Most dreams are in 
the form of interrupted stories, made up partly 
of memories, with frequent shifts of scene. 


This broad characterization includes a great 
variety of dream experiences. Many dreams 
collected in sleep laboratories are rather 
ordinary, but most people have at least some 
bizarre dreams. At the start of the 20th century, 
Sigmund Freud proposed that a mental process 
quite different from that used in the waking state 
dominate the dreaming mind. 


FE ARE DREAMS OUR SHADOW ? 


Yes of course ! Exploring this shadow would 
uncover whole areas of our personality, which 
are hidden - the repression’s and hostilities both 
towards us and to others. Thus dreams are so 
important to us as doctors and are the key to 
the man Most times [9 out of 10], when these 
repression emerge from the shadows, they are 
found to be very trivial=of trivial incidents and 
happenings. This is because this images or 
feelings were formed in CHILDHOOD when 
trivial too hurt much. What seems trivia today, 
at the maturity age, were very important & hurt 
hugely. All of us can easily identify with this. I 
can still recollect that first pimple which 
occurred just as I was going for a party and I 
thought I should die rather than go to a party 
with such a mammoth disfiguring ! Today I 
would probably laugh at such intense 
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partis that since it concerns trivia, they are more 
easily resolved, once we recognize the basic 
beginning of our anxiety or insecurity. 
Resolution of this, then, will be healing. 


zy ARE DREAMS IN COLOUR ? 


Yes, the more important ones are. Each 
colour has its own symbolism: It tells a lotabout 
the person. And knowing a lot about the person 
gives us clues to the remedy. 


Along with this general information about 
dreams and their significance in exposing the 
hidden, their impression on a person’s psyche, 
a detailed analysis of what people see, will be 
presented in this talk along with their 
significance. So we come to : TYPES OF 
DREAMS AND THEIR INTERPRETATION : 


@ Dreams of various animals like Horse, Dog, 
Crow, Cuckoo, Owl, Crocodile, Wolf, bear, 
bull, birds, fish & snakes.

@ Significance of shapes like square, triangle, 
pentagon etc. 


Hy ARE DREAMS RANDOM PHENOMENONS? 


Jung saw this distinct disposition in each 
person’s dreams and _ called _ it 
‘INDIVIDUATION’ which is very close to our 
Homoeopathic ‘INDIVIDUALIZATION’. It is 
our unconscious mind speaking to us and we 
must HEED IT. We must identify these false, 
imposed criteria, the prejudices, fears and 
resentments which prevent the unconscious 
from performing this function. 


CHILDREN’S DREAMS 


CHILDREN’S DREAMS ARE MOST 
IMPORTANT, BECAUSE IF WE TACKLE 
THIER INSECURITIES AT THIS STAGE THEY 
WILL GROW UP AS RESOLVED HUMAN 


BEINGS. 
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Children will give us the clue to what all 
they feel, their doubts and their conflicts. 
These, if resolved, will go a long way in 
making a whole person. They are a direct line 
to their inner selves. The easiest way to 
interpret a child’s dream is to ask them to 
draw, and then collaborate on what they are 
able to describe, with our inference and our 
understanding.

And 
under the effect of the remedy if the dream 
disappears, then we can know that full 
resolution of the patient has taken place. Thus 
they are important parameters to the follow 
up. 

Since reproduction of the entire dream 
section of the Repertory makes little sense, I 
will instead take up the study of 2 remedies 
which, between them, cover the entire gamut 
of dreams Magnesia and Kali. We will 
understand the evolution of these 2 great 
polycrests. We will conclude this talk with a 
case or two, according to constrains of time.

Synopsis 
Case 1 


A young girl Ms. P aged 11 years, coming 
from the lower strata, living ina slum suffering 
from rheumatic fever since 2 years, came to me 
complaining of chest pains and pain in all the 
major joints-wandering in nature, with 
extreme tenderness. She had no other signs of 
rheumatic fever. Investigations showed ASO 
+ve 400 lu/ml, ESR - 35 mm/hr. She was on 
Penidine injection LA6 IM given once a month. 
She had gradually stopped doing all work at 
home and not even playing at school, 
sometimes even refusing to attend school. 


Probing further into the case did not reveal 
much of complications structurally nor reveal 
any life stresses influencing the pathology. She 
was obedient, very mild, and very happy with 
the family around her. She had terrible fears 
of darkness, increased perspiration2, and 
chilly3 patient weighing 35 KGs. 


Taking all the attributes into consideration 
a constitutional remedy - Calc C 200 once daily 
for 3 days weekly was given. Within 2 months 
she was regular in school, took part in sports 
and was helping her mother in domestic work. 
ASO was repeated and was 200 lu/ml, ESR was 
not 10 mm/hr. at this point the dilemma was 
whether to withdraw Penidine or not. On 
consultation with the physician, same Calc C 
200 was repeated for ASO negative period of 6 
months before Penidine is totally withdrawn. 
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This is so because Penidine is a cardioprotective 
agent against streptococcal sera, and it was 
important to be sure that our constitutional 
remedy was acting well as a cardioprotective 
agent against as well. 


Case 2 


Mr. S aged 37 years, Konkan Brahmin coming 
from an upper middle class came with joint pains 
wandering in nature associated with mild fevers 
and purpuric spots (bright red3 and cherry like) 
on the tibial region, bilaterally extending upto 
thighs since Sept. 95 onwards. He also 
complained of throat pains alternating sides. O/ 
E glossy looking tonsils. 


The case was diagnosed as Henoch-Scholein 
Purpura with minor gastrointestinal 
involvement, i.e, bleeding stools, occasionally 
frank darkish blood. There was no renal 
involvement. 


Past history 


acute bronchitis, repeated sore throats, 
Typhoid, Rheumatic fever and Amoebiasis. Was 
treated for allopathic treatment. He is allergic to 
sulpha drugs. 


Family history 
Father healthy 
Mother suffering from Hodgkin's 


Lymphoma, Diabetes Mellitus, Hypertension 
and Chronic allergic bronchitis. 


Personal history 


Craving for sweets’, Thermal - ambithermal/hot 


milk, seafood 


Dreams - rare No pitting of nails 
Perspiration - not much Weight 57 KGs

Miasmatic understanding - as you see there is a 
very heavy syphilitic load - as fundamental 
miasm. But so far the patient expresses only a 
Tubercular miasm as a dominant miasm. 


His life situation revealed the only stress he 
was undergoing was his mother's health. He 
was otherwise a very calm and happy person. 
He handled even his mother's health in a 
methodical way without undergoing too much 
stress. His job situation was extremely 
comfortable and shared a good relation with 
family members. 


His illness dates back much before his 
mother's ill health was diagnosed and no 
correlation between stress and disease could be 
established. 


On repertorisation - the remedies which 
came strongly were Phos, Calc, Lachesis and 
Lac-can. Lac-can was chosen as a chronic deep 
acting remedy as other remedies were 
contraindicated taking personal history into 
consideration. 


Treatment - Lac-can 200 0-0-1 x 5 days 


With immediate relief. Sleep better, joint 
pains - nil, gastrointestinal bleeding - nil. 


Treatment was then continued for two 
months. But he continued to have acute throat 
infection for which Hepar sulph and Phos were 
used with only partial improvement. A throat 
swab was done to rule out streptococcal 
infection, which was negative. During this 
period skin was the same. Therefore Lac-can 
was used even for his acute throat infections 
for eight months with marked improvement. 
Mild fevers - nil. Throat infections were very 
mild, mostly subsides by itself. Skin - Purpura 
was much better and would come up only on 
severe physical exertion. Lac-c 1M was started 
and all symptoms subsided except the skin and 
occasional joint pains:>? 75% 


So this is a case where a nosode acts as a single 


remedy which encompasses both the acute sector and 
chronic pathology.

We were blessed to have great 
individuals as institutions who showed the path 
to health through Homoeopathy. They occupy 
our heart as great as an institution. 
Unfortunately such zealous and dedicated 
spirit is gradually receding amongst the 
professionals. Having _ established 
Homoeopathy on firm footing, our 
responsibility towards the national exchequer 
should be focused to meet the aspirations and 
goals of the country. Now we have several 
institutions with out individuals to lead us. We 
are at a cross road waiting for a leader to guide 
us in the right direction. This dilemma may be 
a natural phenomenon for young and growing 
science. We have to think of taking the system 
towards further advancement in the right 
direction on the solid foundation laid down by 
our stalwarts. This is possible by collective 
discussions and deliberations. 


An over view of the present Health problems 


The health problems in India may be 
conveniently grouped under the following 
heads: 

1. Population explosion 2. Medical care 
problems 3. Communicable diseases. 
4. on communicable diseases. 5. Nutritional 
problems 6. Environmental sanitation 
problems 

Communicable diseases continue to be a 
major problem in India. There is a resurgence 
of malaria, tuberculosis etc. HIV/AIDS is 
exploding in an alarming proportion. With the 
change in life style and industrialisation a host 
of non communicable diseases such as 
diabetes, cancer etc. are increasing. A small 
portion of our population is well fed and the 
larger group is under nourished giving raise 
to protein energy malnutrition, nutritional 
anaemia, low birth weight, nutritional 
blindness etc. In the medical care front we have 
more or less achieved the national target on 
physical infrastructure. We have as on 30.06.97, 
22,010 Primary Health Centres, 1,36,339 Sub 
centres, 146 Allopathic medical colleges 
admitting 11241 medical students. The total 
Allopathic doctors are 4,10,800 as on 31.3.1997 
and bed strength available is 5,96,203. These 
are supplemented by the physical and human 
resource infrastructure in ISM & 
Homoeopathy. Inspite of all these we are far 
away from our dream of providing a 
reasonably good health care to our population. 
One of the reason could be the way health care 
was looked at by early policy makers. It could 
be seen that the health care was identified as 
synonymous with medical care. When we 
realised that medical care is only a small 
component of it, We had already invested huge 
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amount of our scarce resources in infrastruc 
development in medical care. A shor

The above figure show that monetary support forthe ISM & Hsector was insignificant. 


The population explosion and_ its 
repercussion are a major concern for the Healthy 
policy makers. In spite of huge investment, we 
are expanding our population at a very high 
rate. It is observed that we are adding the 
population equivalent to that of Australia every 
yt. With a land mass of 2.4%, we are having 
16% of world population, out of which 72.4% 
live in the rural areas. 


As against the above background, we have 
to ponder over the role Homoeopathy has to 
play as a health care modulator to the national 
goals and targets. We have largely remained as 
a medical system capable of curative care. In that 
area also we have dilemma on the role we have 
to adopt in the National Health Programmes. 
We have to be specific about our strength and 
weaknesses. We have to succeeded in showing 
our strength as a viable multidimensional 
multifactorial health care system capable of 
playing a heath promoter, preserver and disease 
preventer with adequate capability to 
manipulate the environment, Sanitation, socio 
economic aspects of the community and thus 


an over all health administrative set up to the 
country. . 


In this context the role of professional 
bodies / voluntary organisations has become 
all the more important. The organisations 
assisting in guiding, pioneering and 
supplementing the work of Government 
agencies are called a voluntary organisation. 


A voluntary health agency may be defined 
as an organisation that is administered by an 
autonomous board which holds meetings, collects 
funds for its support chiefly from private sources and 
expends money, whether with or without paid 
workers, in conducting a programme directed 
primarily to furthering the public health by providing 
health services or health education, or by advancing 


research or legislation for health, or by a combination 
of these activities. 


i Voluntary Health Agencies in India 


According to a rough estimate, more than 
7,000 voluntary organisations are working in 
the above areas of health care through out the 
country. Voluntary agencies have played 
significant role in developing alternative 
models as well as providing low cost and 
effective health services in many part of the 
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country. They have been able to develop village 
based health cadres, educational materials and 
appropriate technology. They also help in filling 
the critical gaps that exists in Government health 
services. 


The existing VHAs in India could be 
grouped as specialised community health 
programme groups, integrated development 
programme groups, health care for special 
group of people, Government voluntary 
organisations, health work sponsored by Rotary 
Clubs, Lions Clubs and Chambers of Commerce, 
health researchers and activists, and campaign 
groups. Some of the important VHA s in India 
are Indian Red Cross Society, Indian Council for 
Child Welfare, Tuberculosis Association of 
India, Family Planning Association of India, 
Professional bodies such as Indian Medical 
Association, All India Licentiates Association, 
All India Dental Association, the Trained Nurses 
Association of India, International agencies such 
as The Rockefeller Foundation, Ford foundation, 
and CARE (Co-operative for American Relief 
Everywhere), etc. 


The Role of the professional bodies in 
Homoeopathy 


The professional bodies like Homeopathic 
Medical Association of India and Indian Institute of 
Homoeopathy are the strong professional bodies 
in Homoeopathy representing the 1,86,000 
strong Homoeopaths in the Country. We are 
having the largest Homeopathic fraternity in 
the world. These bodies have to fill the vacuum 
created by the retirement of our great masters. 
The spirit in which they have fought for the 
cause of Homoeopathy is to be maintained. The 
devotion they have shown is to be 
demonstrated. The motivation they have 
created is to be instilled to our youngsters. As 
our science has vertically and horizontally 

own, one or two individual alone may not be 
able to lead us. We have to work in a team 
through the common platform of the 
professional organisations. They should resolve 
the direction in which the system is to be taken 
in the next millennium. They should form the 
strategy for further developing the system. They 
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should take the role of guiding and guarding 
the policies of the Government. They should 
assist the Government in laying the 
methodology for further development of the 
system. They should define the role a 
Homoeopathic Physician has to play as a 
clinician, researchers, teacher or administrator. 
Above all Homoeopathy and Homoeopathic 
medicine is to be suitably defined. They should 
act as the catalyst in defining the role of 
Homoeopathy in National Health 
programmes, the position of Homoeopathy in 
Drugs and Cosmetic Act, Assist the Central 
Council for Research in Homoeopathy in 
establishing its research goals through the 
recently introduced Extra Mural research 
projects, assist the Central Council of 
Homoeopathy in their attempts to maintain the 
minimum standards of education and bringing 
out strong Post Graduate programmes etc. The 
professional bodies should inspire the 
professionals and awake the talents. 


The department of ISM & Homoeopathy 
has identified the core areas for development 
in the IX Plan. To achieve the goals each of us 
could do a lot. We should act fast. In the 
preamble of the professional organisations 
these sort of works are already incorporated. 
They should activate it. Through their vast net 
work in the states and districts, it would be 
desirable to set up monitoring cells for major 
out breaks of epidemics, collect the success 
stories of the practitioners, organise 
reorientation camps to the practitioners, assist 
the institutions to improve the standards, 
encourage the extra mural research activities 
etc. These are few immediate possibilities. The 
nation is looking forward to the professional 
agencies to fill the gap which the Government 
could not do. The Government is looking to 
wards the professional agencies for a 
responsible dialogue for the betterment of our 
health care sector, so as the achieve the health 
targets. Homoeopathy can play an important 
role in health sector. Homoeopathy has certain 
areas of strength. It is we who have to put in to 
action acceptable to all.

HOMOEOPATHIC EDUCATION 


Hi omoeopathy as a branch of Medical 
Therapeutics is described as an art as well as a 
science. Science comes later to explain the art. 
Homoeopathy has been practised with missionary 
zeal for several decades by practitioners who had 
tremendous faith in that. There were no institutions 
those days to impart formal training in this field. 
It was the faith and conviction that worked as a 
driving force to carry on the torch of Homoeopathy. 
Even in those days excellent results were achieved 
by those masters and a base was created for 
Homoeopathy to develop. 


The Ist teaching Institute in India was started 
in Calcutta more than 100 years ago. Many 
Stalwarts in Homoeopathy are the products of that 
Institution. Later on several Homoeopathic 
Colleges came into existence all over the Country. 
Now Homoeopathy is recognised as a system of 
medicine in our Country and the Homoeopathic 
education is streamlined after undergoing several 
changes. Now Homoeopathy is taught as a Post 
Graduate Course but it was started as a Diploma 
Course. 


Several great men had toiled and sacrified so 
much for this system of medicine to reach this level. 
At every stage of its development several obstacles 
had to be crossed, created by bureaucratic and 
scientific medicine experts. But Homoeopathy had 
crossed all the obstacles and come to a stage where 
only the advantages of this system of medicine 
have to be shown to the people. An awareness for 
Homoeopathy has to be created among the 


common public. 
Homoeopathic Education: 


One of the meanings given for education is : 
"Strengthening of the power of the mind" Real 
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Addl. Director (Homoeo) Retd., Dept. of Indian Medicine 
and Homoeopathy, Govt. of Andhra Pradesh, Hyderabad. 


Homoeopathic education beings after coming out 
of the Colleges. 


CONFIDENCE-CONVICTION - COMMITMENT 


The three 'C's are the essential requirements 
of any Homoeopath. 


Confidence is a basic necessary which makes 
a Homoeopath develop conviction and later 
commitment. Confidence comes out of 
experience. 


A graduate who comes out of the Colleges 
usually lacks confidence because his/her 
concentration as a student is more on extra- 
curricular activities and studying the subject from 
the examination point of view. So the real and 
practical education starts only when the physician 
as an independent practitioner is exposed to 
patients suffering from various ailments. The 
more one is exposed to patients, the more one 
learns. As one goes on learning and getting 
oneself exposed more and more, automatically 
confidence develops. Here I may narrate an 
incident to indicate how much confidence helps 
a practitioner. 


In a research project research was conducted 
on patients suffering from Insomnia. The system 
adopted was dividing the patients into 2 groups 
A and B. Patients in group A were given Placebo 
and in group B medicine. After one month results 
were evaluated and patients in Group A who 
were administered placebo improved only 30% 
where as in other group improvement was 80%. 
The researcher was preparing a statement of his 
observations and at that point of time he received 
a message that by mistake he was sent only 
placebo in both the packets and no medicine was 
sent. 
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That means all through this one month 
period patients in both the groups received only 
placebo. The researcher was baffled as to his 
own evaluation. If both the groups were given 
only placebo, how was it in Group B which was 
also given placebo only had shown positive 
improvement. Later this issue was discussed at 
a higher level. And the only conclusion they 
could arrive at was that the Researcher while 
distributing placebo to Group A obviously had 
not manifested confidence. When he was 
distributing medicine to the other group 
(thinking it to be medicine) he must have 
exhibited a lot of confidence which influenced 
the patients. 


As such one can understand how essential 
it is to have confidence while treating the 
patients and how much it will influence the 
patient. 


Conviction: 


Profound confidence in the work you are 
doing gives you a tremendous conviction. If 
there is conviction one can inculcate lot of faith 
in the patient and convince the patient about 
the efficacy of Homoeopathy. But it should not 
be a blind conviction. One should be able to 
discriminate what is curable and what is 
incurable. 


) Every therapeutic system has its own 
limitations, so also Homoeopathy. As a part of 
Homoeopathic education one should get 
acquainted with a through knowledge of 
physiology and pathology. There is no way one 
can cure a deficiency disorder without 
substitution. If the disease is due to nutritional 
deficiency there is no point in giving a 
potentised medicine without rectifying the 
nutritional disorder. 


A real Homoeopathic education should 
teach a physician to logically discriminate 
where Homoeopathy ends. When the 
pathology is irreversible like the Gangrene 
advanced stages of Malignancy etc., where 
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there is extreme dehydration, extreme degree 
¢ Hypoprotenaneia, severe form of 
Haemorrhages. Violent infections etc., need the 
intervention of some auxiliary method of 
treatment, Surgical intervention or even 
Allopathic treatment. 


Here we may quote from one of the greatest 
Homoeopaths ever lived Dr. Stuart Close. 
Homoeopathy is not, strictly speaking a system of 
medicine, as it is often inaccurately called, using the 
word medicine in its broad general sense. General 
medicine is made up of a number of distinct sciences 
including general therapeutics which covers all the 
therapeutic resources known to man. It makes use of 
many agencies besides medication for the alleviation 
of human ills. Homoeopathy therefore is a Department 
of General Medicine like Anatomy, Physiology and 
Pathology. 


Commitment : 


Commitment to a cause goes a long way in 
fulfilment. As we have explained earlier in this 
paper Homoeopathy is not only a Science but 
is also an art. No artist can shine if he is not 
committed to his profession. A Homoeopath 
needs tremendous devotion which comes out 
only by commitment. 


Hence Confidence, conviction and 
Commitment are the basic pre-requisites of a 
Homoeopath. To develop these 3 qualities one 
needs a lot of education and that is possible by 
continuing medical education only. 


; In this context I may quote from Lord Bacon 
- “Reading makes a full man, Conference a 
ready man, writing an exact man”. So a good 
Homoeopath is always a student, always 
learning, should receive education through 


reading, attending conferences and writing 
articles. 


The knowledge of Patholo 
Kk gy, Physiolo 
and Clinical medicine gained bya eeteat in 
the college will goa long way in understanding 
the pathogenesis of a disease and application 


of Homoeopathic principles more scientifically. 
A Homoeopath should always try to understand 
the "Why and How" of every symptom. This will 
enable him to critically analyse and evaluate the 
symptoms for proper selection of the remedy. 
Without a proper understanding of pre-clinical, 
para-clinical and clinical subjects which are 
taught in the college practising Homoeopathy 
will be more difficult. 


In this context I may quote from Dr. Allen C. 
Neiswander who has very beautifully analysed 
education that is necessary for a Homoeopath. 
He described them as "Five knows".

5 The 5th Know of Homoeopathy is 


HOW TO DETECT AND TREAT EARLY 
DEVIATIONS OF HEALTH, that are fore- 
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runners of more serious and chronic 
conditions. A Physician who is oriented to 
the Homoeopathic Philosophy of health and 
well-grounded in the Ist four 
Homoeopathic know-hows is in a unique 
position to either prevent, alleviate, or cure 
some early predispositions to illness. 


From the above it is every clear that as a 
Homoeopath the task is not only to cure the 
sickness but also prevent it. This is a very 
important part of our education. 


A constant touch with the manifestations of 
various epidemics, and their early signs will go 
a long way in preventing the onset of such 
diseases. Besides this, as Homoeopaths we 
know that several constitutional discrasias 
which are likely to develop and establish as 
chronic diseases could also be averted to a 
certain extent. 


E.g. : A recurring sore throat may perhaps 
lead to throat Cancer, a recurring abscess may 
become malignant. Leucorrhoea which looks so 
simple and easy to treat may be a precursor of 
Carcinoma of Cervix. Hence a Homoeopath 
should be educated in identifying and 
anticipating the deviation of the health. In the 
context it is proper to mention the observations 
of Doctor Cawardice who says "the Clinician 
must pass from the Diagnosis of the disease to the 
Diagnosis of the diseased individual’. 


As a part of Homoeopathic education we 
have necessarily to discuss the approaches of 2 
great Stalwarts namely. Boenninghausen and 
Hughes along with James Tyler Kent. 


Kent followed by and large the conventional 
Hahnemannian method and laid a lot of 
emphasis on constitutional treatment. 
Boenninghausen and Hughes were totally 
different in their approach in the treatment of 
the sick. Boenninghausen had never agreed to 
the method of individualising a patient basing 
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only on subjective symptoms (So called 
constitutional symptoms). He never opposed 
‘ndividualisation but his method was to 
individualise a patient on the basis of the 
complete symptom. 


Boenninghausen never accepted that mental 
symptoms alone should be given highest value 
in the selection of the remedy. He was a 
contemporay of Hahnemann and had the 
courage of conviction even to oppose Dr. 
Hahnemann. Dr. Boenninghausen’s theory is 
very pragmatic and a large number of 
Homoeopaths world-over follow his School of 
thought. 


Dr. Richard Huges may perhaps be 
considered as a revolutionary. He was the 
Professor of Materia Medica in the London 
School of Homoeopathy in the year 1877. He 
advocated that pathology plays a very 
important role in the selection of the potency. 
Those were the days when only Hahnemannian 
line of thinking was in vogue and as every one 
is aware Hahnemann never considered 
pathology for the selection of the medicine. As 
such Hughes could be considered as a 
revolutionary in a way. He said every drug had 
an individual kind of action and a special centre 
upon which it acts. It was necessary to know 
the pathology of the drug he said, because mere 
mechanical symptom covering was as likely to 
miss the mark as to hit it. 


Hughes says that the Similimum, more over, 
which I shall seek to establish between drug 
action and disease will be in the main 
Pathological”. The converts who have accepted 
Hahnemann's Homoeopathy were convinced 
with its law of similarity, its provings of 
medicine on healthy human beings, single 
medicine and potentisation etc. but they did not 
think they need follow him in his rejection of 
Pathology. They preferred to work the rule 
Similia Similibus with Pathological similarities 
where they are obtainable, he further says 


pathological similarity must be better than no 
similarity at all. 
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MANY DON'T SUBSCRIBE to Dr. Hughes 
line of thinking. The beauty of Homoeopathy is 
that except the basic fundamental laws on which 
this great art is based, in many other aspects 
there seems to be no unanimity. This applies 
particularly in the field of therapeutics. e.g. : In 
the following methods, that is potency selection, 
repetitions of the dose, evaluation of symptoms, 
individualisation etc. However different 
practitioners follow different modes of 
applications as per their own wisdom and there 
is no question of denouncing any method or 
upholding any method. There is no place for 
dogmatism in Homoeopathy or for that matter 
in any Science. In this context we may quote 
Dr. Sir John Weir a great English Homoeopath 
"We talk of science as of something concrete and 
absolute, forgetting that except where based on the 
immutable laws of nature, the science of today is too 
often the nonsense of tomorrow. Plausible theories and 
dogmatisms are constantly displaced by dogmatisms 
and theories more plausible and nothing endures save 
truth. 


The aims of medicine as perceived by the 
public are still enshrined in the ancient phrase, 
"to cure sometimes, to relieve often, to comfort always". 


Only Homoeopathy survives unchanged, 
more alive, more scientific today than ever 
before in its history. Matter is liable to get 
destroyed, materialism exists for a period of 
time but dynamic energy is ever lasting. 
Homoeopathy is dynamic. 
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LIGHT ISOTOPIC MODEL OF 
HOMOEOPATHIC POTENCY SUBSTANTIATES 


| belived that by triturating a 
medicinal substance and/on by shaking 
vigorously its solution, the medicinal powers 
hidden within it is more and more developed 
and manifested. Such as a Steel bar when 
dynamized by rubbing it with a magnetic bar 
in one direction, it soon becomes a true active 
powerful magnet, able to attract iron and steel 
to itself and impart to another bar of steel the 
magnetic power and this in a higher degree the 
more it has been rubbed. 


In the process of homoeopathic potentization 
the very first thing that occurs is the production 
of electromagnetic fields, due to frietion 
between ethanol molecules and the glass 
surface. Because not only solid non-metallic 
bodies acquire frictional electricity when rubbed 
against other bodies, but also charges are known 
to be generated when a liquid flows over a solid 
surface or a powder is rubbed against a solid 
body. Only good insulators are, however, 
known to show a net charge after rubbing, 
because electric conduction permits 
neutralization of the charges very rapidly in 
other materials. Incidentally, glass vessels, 
particularly of Straight cylindrical types, are 
known to be capable of withstanding very high 
voltage. 


Alcohol due to its strong electron affinity 
acquires excess electrons and gets negatively 
charged, while the glass surface lossing electrons 
becomes positively charged. The charges so 
developed are however, not easily neutralized 
by conduction, because the glasses, especially 
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the commercial glasses used, and also the 
wooden cork, porcelain mortar pestles, ebonite 
spatula etc. all are known to be highly resistive 
to electricity, which is known to be extremely 
high, particularly in room temperature. The 
medicinal value of the homoeopathic potencies 
are said to be not developed if touched by hand 
during the process of preparation. This is 
because the charges thus produced are easily 
conducted through the body. 


Further, it is known today that when an 
electron comes somewhere near the nucleus of 
an atom, where there are strong electric fields, 
the electron is accelerated and in the course of 
that it gives of a gamma ray and then the 
electron goes on with a little less energy. Then 
if the gamma ray comes near the nucleus of 
another atom it makes a pair, an electron 
positron pair or positronium. Gamma rays are 
known as electro magnetic waves, similar to 
visible light but with very short wave lengths, 
and no change in atomic weight or atomic 
number is said to be caused by emission of 
gamma rays. The pair production is of 
considerable theoretical interest in particle 
science, not only as an example of 
materialization of energy, but also as a striking 
confirmation of relativistic quantum theory 
proposed by Dirac. 


Structurally positronium (@ @) is said to be 
analogous to a hydrogen atom (€p’). The gross 
structure of its energy levels being same as that 
of hydrogen, the fine structure is rather different. 
In hydrogen atom one electron revolves about 
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a single proton, whereas in positronium the part 
of proton is played by a positron. Hence, the 
positronium is said to behave like a very light 
isotope of hydrogen’. 


Apart from its short life (107 to 10° second) 
the mass and charge centres in the alliance are 
known to be coincident. During it brief lifetime 
positronium is also said to be capable of entering 
into chemical compounds which have free 
valence bonds left‘. Existence of positronium 
complexes and compounds have been 
theoretically approved’. Beside positronium, the 
light isotope of hydrogen, existence of two more 
such light isotopes, i.e., the light isotopes of 
‘helium’ and ‘lithium’ have also been traced in 
recent time’. Incidentally, clumping of two 
positronium units may give birth to a light 
isotope of helium (2é€ - 2e), and three 
positronium units to a light isotope of lithium 
(3é - 3e), with or without interaction by 
‘neutrino’, the baby neutron. The creation of 
nutrino requires negligible energy, since its rest 
mass is close to Zero. 


Further, the stability of positronium is known 
to depend markedly on the chemical 
composition of the surrounding medium, and 
also the structure of the molecules the electron 
- positronium pair gets into. 


Thus in the process of homoeopathic 
potentization strong electric fields are first 
produced, which simultaneously give rise to 
positronium units, due to absorption of 
electromagnetic wave. In the surrounding of the 
Polar’ molecules of ethanol the positronium 
units are supposed to be comparatively stable, 
and clump together to attain further stability. 
In the vicinity of the drug molecules and induced 
by their specific molecules fields, some of the 
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positronium units may specifically clump 
together to give birth to the light isotopes of 
the drug molecules, which retain the chemical 
property of the original drug substances and 
remain therapeutically active, even when the 
original drug molecules are eliminated in the 
process of serial dilution. At certain stage these 
light isotopes of the drug substances 
functioning like autocatalytic agent continue 
to give birth to their next generation in 
proportionately increasing concentration, 
thereby making the homoeopathic potentized 
medicines more and more powerful with 
higher degree of dynamization. 


It is interesting to note in this context that 
the 'polarity' has been recognized as an 
important factor in determining the effect of 
specific interaction and orientation of the 
different kinds of molecules. Polar solvents are 
not only known to induce moments in non- 
polar solute molecules but also such polar 
molecules, if placed in an electric field, are 
expected to become oriented in that field just 
as a bar of magnet placed in a magnetic field 
becomes aligned with the magnetic field’. Also 
according to some recent observation, 
microscopic particles in suitable environment 
are known to behave like 'mini-magnets'. The 
properties of such mini-magnets, their strength 
and orientation and ability to change either, are 
also said to depend crucially on the 


characteristics of the host, in the vicinity of the 
atom or ion’. 


The above observations undoubtedly 
reminds one of Hahnemann's well-known 
analogy of homoeopathic potentization with 
that of magnetization. Although about two 
hundred years back Hanemann's analogy was 
probably found to be an Over-simplified 


impartable to steel bar only, but with the 
advancement of modern science and at the same 
time due to various spectacular discoveries and 
observations, particularly in different fields of 
micro-sciences, today a greater scientific insight 
into the process of potentization is achieved, 
which broadly corroborates with the 
Hahnemannian concept and at the same time 
resolves various problems and controversies 
concerned with the potency phenomenon. 


Existence of light isotopes or electron- 
positron atomic system or infinitely small mass, 
has been so far established through indirect 
evidences only, as because observation became 
difficult due to considerable doppler broadening 
cause by the relatively high velocity of atoms of 
such small mass at thermal energies’. 


To conclude therefore it may be said that the 
identical globular doses of the same 
homoeopathic medicine in different ascending 
potencies, e.g. 6c, 12c, 30c, 200c, 1000c, 100,000c 
etc. contain discontineously inereasing 
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concentration of high-energy light isotopes of 
the drug substances. In other words they are 
atomistic and therefore increasingly quantized. 


Importance of quantum of action for life 
process is indicated by the continuity and 
remarkable stability of the genes. The genes can 
only change their structure discontineously and 
not gradually. If actions were not quantized, 
even small environmental changes would 
change the genetic structure”. 


Hence homoeopathic potentized medicines 
containing high-energy light isotopes of the 
drug substances in increasingly quantized form 
are capable of entering into the chromosome 
level and exert their curative influences on the 
defective genes, functional and/or structural, 
causing thereby acute and/or chronic disease 
conditions".

INTRODUCTION 


Although the methodological weaknesses of 
some homoeopathic research carried out in the 
past, e.g. lack of independent replication, have 
made the claim of efficacy of the potentized form 
of homoeopathic drugs rather inconclusive and 
subject to further scientific research, results of 
numerous clinical trials published in some peer- 
reviewed journals seem to prove the efficacy of 
homoeopathic drugs in removing disease 
symptoms.’ The paradoxical problem of how the 
medicinal property could be conveyed to the 
solvent in potencies diluted far beyond the 
Avagadro's number in the absence of even one 
original drug-molecule has been addressed by 
many eminent researchers by using various 
studies including UV spectra, conductivity 
measurement and infrared analysis surface 
tension measurement, nuclear magnetic 
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in vivo has been proposed. The model is partly substantiated from our own research data on repatr of chromosomal 
damages in X-irradiated or toxic chemical-treated mice by the oral administration of some potentized homeopathic 
drugs, and party from some of the unpublished and published works of other researchers in the field of 
homoeopathy.

in much higher dilutions in vivo, can bring forth 
spectacular metabolic changes in living systems 
after they are administered in microdoses on the 
tongue. 


Sukul and his collaborators °° tried to 
explain. through their experimental studies, 
mostly carried out in rat and mice. that the 
homoeopathic medicines acted through the 
autonomic nervous system (ANS). which is 
centrally regulated in hypothalamus. These 
researchers demonstrated a change in firing 
rates (recorded with oscilloscopes) in the 
hypothalamic neurones after the administration 
of potentized homoeopathic drugs in 
anaesthetized rats and mice. They also reported 
subtle change in neurosecretion after the 
administration of homoeopathic drugs. 
However, as the experiments were conducted 
on anaesthetized animals. While the central 
nervous system (CNS) was silenced, it could not 
be known whether the CNS also has any role or 
not. However. The question of what happens 
after the emission of neurosecretory signals 
remains largely unknown, although the 
involvement of the immune system and the cell's 
own defence mechanism has been implicated.” 
4 In the following. therefore an attempt has been 
made to throw some light on this aspect with 
supporting evidence and scientific logic. (Fig.) 


ft HE WORKING HYPOTHESIS 


The homoeopathic drug, being administered 
on the tongue, excites nerve-endings and the 
signal finally reaches the hypothalamus, either 
through ANS or CNS (we would not exclude 
the involvement of CNS unless excluded by 
specific experimentation, as the taste-buds are 
beset with numerous nerve-endings from the 
7th and 9th cranial nerves). As a response, 
suitable hypothalamic neurones would be 
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stimulated to release signals by suitable 
neurosecretion. The neurotransmitter signals 
may proceed through nerve-impulse 
propagation to act directly on the target organs, 
or else may excite certain endocrine glands to 
release specific hormone(s) from suitable 
endocrine gland(s). Hormones may be either of 
steroid or protein nature. Some of these 
hormones either stimulate other glands to 
synthesize/release their product(s) to act on 
target organs. 


However, on the other hand, some of the 
hormone(s) may form specific hormone - 
protein complexes which can act as ‘gene 
regulatory’ signals to activate some ‘sensor 
genes as contemplated by Britten and 
Davidson.” According to this popular and most 
widely accepted model. specific ‘sensor’ genes 
represent sequence-specific binding sites 
(almost analogous to CAP-CAMP binding site 
in the Escherichia coli promoter in prokaryotes) 
that responds to specific signals (such as 
hormone-protein complexes). When ‘sensor 
genes receive the appropriate signals, they 
activate the transcription of the adjacent 
‘integrator’ genes. The products of ‘integrator 
genes then interact in a sequence-specific 
manner with ‘receptor’ genes. The model also 
indicated that the products of ‘integrator’ genes 
could be activator ribonucleic acids (RNAs) that 
interacted directly with the ‘receptor’ genes to 
trigger transcription of the contagious ‘producer 
genes (analogous to ‘structural’ genes in the 
operons of prokaryotes). 


In this model, it is further stated that, by 
making either the ‘receptor genes or the 
‘integrator genes redundant. various 
combinations of the ‘producer’ genes can be 
turned on in response to different signals. 
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Figure Showing possible mechanism and pathways of action homoeopathic drugs (HD). 


Alternatively, the Jacob-Monod pathway of 
tegulator/mutator gene-operator gene- 
structural gene pathway may also be considered 
in which an unknown protein acts as ‘repressor’ 
or derepressor' to switch on or off the 
transcriptional activity. In our preliminary 
experiments (results unpublished), 
administration of homoeopathic drugs was 
found to effectively alter some hormone and 
enzyme levels as claimed also by some other 
researchers *” earlier in experimental animals. 
It seems quite possible that some regulatory 
hormone-protein complexes might also be 
formed which would regulate the gene 
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expression in the desired way. 


Data from our extensive studies with some 
cyto-genetical and haematological parameters. 
some of which have been published *°** or 
presented at scientific seminars, demonstrate 
positively that certain potentized 
homoeopathic drugs are capable of repairing 
chromosomal or sperm-head damage. If we 
take only the repair of chromosomal damages 
into consideration, the hypothesis of regulation 
through gene-expression would seem to be the 
most attractive and plausible scientific 
explanation for the events that could 
make repair of chromosomes possible. The 
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chromosomes consist of both DNA and protein; 
a repair of chromosome/chromatid break will 
therefore involve the repair of both DNA and 
protein. As a matter of fact, repair of radiation- 
induced damage has been the subject of 
extensive study and elaborate mechanisms 
(many of which are now scientifically 
established) have been suggested. 


Of these, three mechanisms, widely accepted 
and believed to be universal for all kinds of 
radiation induced DNA damage,” are : (1) 
photoreactivation; (2) excision; and (3) post- 
transcriptional repair, While the 
photoreactivation process involves an enzyme 
that splits thymine dimers directly without 
removal of any nucleotides, excision repair 
involves a sequence of enzyme-catalyzed steps 
in which the thymine dimers are removed from 
the DNA molecule and a new segment of DNA 
is synthesized. 


The third mechanism, the post-transcription 
type, involves both replication and 
recombination, but the exact details of this repair 
mechanism need further scientific examination. 
It would therefore imply that the administration 
of the potentized homoeopathic drugs in X- 
irradiated mice precisely brought forth one or 
all of these mechanisms into operation which 
are exclusively gene-controlled. Further, the 
synthesis of chromosomal proteins would also 
necessarily be under genetic control. Thus, when 
we propose that the homoeopathic drugs act 
through the regulation of gene-expression, it 
would be customary to focus on the different 
mechanisms through which gene action may be 
accomplished or mediated. 


If we look into the scientifically established 
facts, this can either be mediated or 


accomplished through : (1) gene amplification : 
(2) converting B-form to Z-form DNA : (3) DNA 
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methylation-demethylation process ; (4) 
influencing histone-non-histone-chromosomal 
protein interation; (5) post-transcriptional 
regulations; (6) altering or affecting cell cycle; 
and (7) triggering the proper immune system 
and cell's own defence mechanisms (e.g. 
reticuloendothelial cells. B. lymphocytes, 
interferons, prostaglandins, cyclic AMP, anti- 
sense RNA, etc.) (see® for further information). 
These are, therefore, the areas to search for a 
positive change due to the administration of 
homoeopathic drugs. 


Incidentally, the mitotic division of bone- 
marrow cells, which is stated to be under genetic 
control, has already been demonstrated by us 
to alter by the administration of certain 
potentized homoeopathic drugs, which would 
lend additional support to our hypothesis. 
Further, our preliminary results in combatting 
cancer in a mouse model were encouraging and 
our preliminary data (to be extended further and 
verified) indicated that some homoeopathic 
medicines could extend the life-expectancy in 
cancer mice, as compared to controls, which 
would again lead to the same conclusion, since 
the role of genes (activation of proto-oncogenes 
into oncogenes and that of anti-cancer genes) in 
cancer has now been firmly established, and 
cancer has been suggested as a manifestation of 
the loss of regulatory mechanism of cell division, 
which is again under genetic control.” 


On the basis of the facts known about 
regulation of transcription, the various 
regulatory mechanisms fit into two general 
categories.” The first category includes 
mechanisms involved in the rapid turn-on and 
turn-off of gene expression in response to 
environmental changes, mostly found in lower 
organisms (prokaryotes), the second major 
category of regulatory mechanism includes 
what is known as ‘pre-programmed circuits of 
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gene-expression . In the latter case, some events 
(such as infection by a virus, release of a 
hormone into the bloodstream, etc.) have been 
shown to trigger the expression of one set of 
genes. The product(s) of one (or more) of these 
genes function(s) by turning off the transcription 
of the first set of genes and/or turning on the 
transcription of a second set of genes, and so 
on. Therefore, even the infection of virus may 
cause certain genetical changes in the host. 


The antiviral efficacy of certain 
homoeopathic drugs against animal viruses’! 
would, therefore, suggest that the drugs actually 
corrected transcription of a set of genes that 
were possibly temporarily deranged in their 
activity. due to virus infection. The contention 
of the action of homoeopathic drugs through 
gene-expression also finds support from their 
action on some plants against various microbe- 
mediated diseases* and on plant growth** 
Further, the repair of chromosomal and other 
genotoxic damage induced by the injection of 
arsenic (poison) in mice following oral 
administration of the potentized homoeopathic 
drug Arsenic alb (unpublished data) would 
further testify our contention that regulation of 
gene-expression is one of the major mechanisms 
by which homoeopathic drugs work.
